The  thirty-fifth  annual  session  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  of 
Wisconsin  began  at  Madison,  ^the  capital  of  said  st^te,  the  second 
Wednesday,  being  the  11th  day  of  January,  1882 

Pursuant  to  law  at  12  o'clock  M,  of  said  day  the  senate  was  called 
to  order  by  Hon.  Sam.  S.  Fifield,  lieutenant-governor

sume  the  position  of  president  of  the  senate.  In  doing  so,  allow 
me  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  progress  and  prosperity  which 
everywhere  prevails  throughout  the  commonwealth. 

The  people  of  Wisconsin  may  well  feel  proud  of  the  rapid  ad- 
vancement which  is  being  made.  Throughout  the  northern  por- 
tions of  the  state,  where  but  a  few  years  ago  solitude  reigned 
supreme,  the  iron  track  has  been  advanced  through  our  matchless 
forests;  industries  have  multiplied  and  sprung  into  existence,  and 
civilization  is  being  extended  into  the  wilderness.  Emigration  is« 
pouring  in,  the  rich  virgin  soil  is  being  taken  up  and  cultivatedy 
in  fact,  a  "  New  Wisconsin  "  is  rapidly  assum  ng  strength  and  fair 
proportions,  and  the  hum  of  industry  and  the  bustle  of  commerce 
are  now  to  be  heard  from  the  state  line  south  to  the  shores  of  the 
*' great  inland  sea  of  the  north." 

The  year  that  has  just  closed  has  been  one  of  unexampled  pros- 
perity throughout  the  nation  as  well  as  within  our  own  borders. 

j^t  no  time  in  our  history  has  the  great  republic  held  so  proud  a 
position  among  the  nations  of  the  world. 

The  events  that  have  transpired  are  such,  with  one  single  excep- 
tion, as  should  make  us  all  feel  proud  of  our  country,  and  that  mark 
the  continued  success  of  the  only  government  by  the  people. 

The  sad  and  untimely  death  of  our  noble  and  gifted  president  is 
the  only  dark  stain  upon  an  otherwise  bright  record.  That  terrible 
event  will  ever  remain  a  gloomy  page  in  the  nation's  history;  still 
it  bears  its  useful  lesson  to  us  all,  that  our  s^overnment  is  founded 
in  strength,  such  as  can  even  survive  the  work  of  a  cowardly 
assassin. 

But,  Senators,  it  is  not  my  intention  or  province  to  dwell  upon 
the  affairs  of  state  or  nation.  We  are  called  here  to  represent  the 
progressive  people  of  Wisconsin,  and  I  trust  that  during  the  ses- 
sion harmony  and  good  feeling  will  prevail,  and  that  your  labors 
will  be  thorough  and  pjofitable  to  the  state. 

While  a  short  session  is  much  to  be  desired  in  order  to  secure 
that  measure  of  economy  expected  by  our  constituents,  neverthe- 
less the  work  assigned  us  must  be  done  with  painstaking  care,  that 
it  may  prove  wise  and  beneficial. 

And  now  in  assuming  my  duties,  I  ask  you  to  exercise  that 
courtesy  and  charity  which  will  excuse  many  errors  and  mistakes, 
and  to  render  such  assistance  as  will  help  me  in  their  discharge. 
No  man,  no  matter  how  gifted  he  may  prove  himself  to  be,  can 
succeed  without  the  good  will  and  kindlv  assistance  of  those  with 
whom  he  is  associated.  Especially  is  this  true  of  the  presiding 
officer  of  such  a  body  as  this. 

Promising  you,  senators,  that  every  effort  of  mine  will  be  put 
forth  to  facilitate  your  work,  and  that  my  constant  care  shall  be  to 
rule  and  govern  impartially  and  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  I  assume 
the  gavel  and  ask,  What  is  the  further  pleasure  of  the  senate?

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GO"VERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

To  the  Seriate  and  Assemlly : 

Selected  by  the  people  of  Wisconsin  as  their  chief  execitive, 
I  have  the  honor,  in  obedience  to  the  requirennents  of  the  consti- 
tution, of  submitting  to  you  my  first  annual  message.  I  am  deeply 
impressed  with  the  rpsponsibilities  of  the  position  to  which  I  have 
been  chosen,  occupied  as  it  has  been  by  so  many  distinguished 
gentlemen,  including  m-j  immediate  predecessor,  who  has  admin- 
istered the  affairs  of  state  with  marked  ability  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  people. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  unparalleled  prosperity  to  the 
nation.  United  once  more  in  the  bonds  of  peace  and  harmony, 
with  all  sectional  strife  abated,  the  country  has  made  gigantic 
strides  ahead.  Our  nation  has  been  blessed  with  health,  with 
abundant  harvests,  and  a  greater  degree  of  prosperity  than  in  any 
former  year;  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  shock  of  the  assassina- 
tion of  our  lamented  President,  the  jear  would  have  been  one  of 
the  most  successful  and  happy  of  our  national  life. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  speaking  in  this  connection  a  few  words 
in  relation  to  our  late  beloved  President,  James  A.  Garfit^ld  —  a 
man  of  broad  intellect,  a  noble  heart,  a  kind  and  generous  spirit  — 
he  was  pre-eminently  a  leader  among  leaders.  Succeeding  by  his 
own  efforts  in  raising  himself  from  poverty  to  the  highest  position 
in  the  gift  of  the  people,  he  had  commenced  a  career  which 
promised  to  bear  full  fruition  of  the  hopes  of  his  countrymen, 
when  he  was  prostrated  by  the  bullet  of  an  assassin.  Beloved 
by  the  people  and  mourned  by  the  whole  civilized  world,  his 
memory  will  live  forever. 

The  present  chief  magistrate.  President  Chester  A.  Arthur, 
called  to  the  position  under  these  most  sorrowful  circumstances, 
has,  by  his  wise  administration  of  governmental  affairs,  merited  the 
confidence  of  the  country. 
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Wisconsin  has  shared  in  the  general  prosperity  of  the  year. 
Our  harvests  have  yielded  good  returns  and  our  products  have 
found  ready  markets  at  good  prices. 

Agriculture,  our  greatest  industry,  has  been  well  rewarded,  and 
the  financial  condition  of  this  class,  who  contribute  so  much  to 
the  growth  and  wealth  of  our  state,  has  been  materially  improved. 
Capital  seeks  investment  at  a  much  reduced  rate  of  interest ;  our 
manufacturing  industries  have  steadily  and  permanently  increased, 
and  many  other  enterprises  and  resources  have  been  developed 
during  the  year. 

The  laws  have  been  faithfully  and  efficiently  executed,  and 
peace  and  tranquility  have  prevailed  throughout  the  state  during 
the  year  with  as  few  exceptions  as  is  usual. 

FINANCIAL. 

Without  further  delay  I  proceed  to  a  more  detailed  statement 
of  the  condition  and  affairs  of  the  state. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  State  Treasurer, 
it  appears  that  the  balance  remaining  in  the  treasury  belonging  to 
the  several  funds  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  was 
$836,800.20.

This  estimate  shows  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  this  legislature 
to  provide  the  sum  of  $250,000,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the 
amount  is  reasonable  and  proper. 
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CONTINGENT  FUND. 

The  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Grovernor'scoaiingent  fund  on 
January  1,  1882,  was  $dl0.06,  and  the  expenditures  from  this 
fund  during  the  year  were  $1,313.48.  In  view  of  the  condition 
of  this  fund  at  the  present  time  and  the  possible  demands  upon 
it  the  present  year,  I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars  be  appropriated  thereto  at  this  session. 

CHAEITABLE  AND  PENAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  a  law  was  passed  abolish* 
ing  the  several  boards  having  control  of  the  different  state  insti- 
tutions, and  substituting  therefor  a  single  board  of  five  members, 
designated  as  the  "State  Board  of  Supervision."  In  conformity 
to  that  law,  my  predecessor  appointed  as  such  board,  George  W. 
Burchard,  James  Bintliff,  Charles  Luling,  Lewis  A.  Proctor 
and  Charles  D.  Parker.  This  Board  entered  upon  the  discharge 
of  its  duties  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  188L  Its  first  annual  re- 
port  covers  a  period  from  that  date  to  December  1,  1881,  by 
which  it  appears  that  the  expenses  of  the  institutions  have  been 
greatly .  reduced,  without  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the 
institutions.

In  tbese  items  are  included  the  amounts  probably  necessary,  to 
meet  demands  to  the  close  of  the  appropriation  year,  March  31, 
for  the  Institute  for  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  State  Prison,  and  to  pay 
for  a  cargo  of  coal  not  yet  delivered  to  the  Northern  Hospital  for 
Insane.  I  would  recommend  that  appropriations  to  cover  these 
deficits  be  made  as  early  in  your  session  as  practicable.

STATE  BOAED  OF  CHAEITIES  AND  EEFQRM. 

The  powers  of  this  board  now  embrace  a  general  supervision 
over  all  the  charitable,  penal  and  reformatory  institutions  in  Wis- 
consin, both  public  and  private,  except  the  six  state  institutions. 
The  legislature  of  last  winter  took  away  from  this  board  their 
general  supervision  over  the  state  institutions,  and  gave  them  in- 
creased work  in  some  other  directions,  the  chief  of  which  is  in 
relation  to  the  care  of  the  chronic  insane  by  counties  under 
chapter  283  of  the  Laws  of  1881.  Under  this  law  the  board  has 
power  to  control  the  treatment  by  counties  of  their  chronic  insane, 
by  regulating  the  distribution  of  the  state  appropriation,  and  by 
their  power  to  take  the  insane  away  from  counties  where  they  are 
not  properly  cared  for. 

The  report  of  the  board  will  jontain  many  details  of  interest 
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relating  to  the  management  of  the  institutions  under  their  care. 
The  board  ask  that  the  general  power  of  visiting  and  reporting 
upon  the  six  state  institutions  be  restored  to  them. 

CHEONIC   INSANE. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  large  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  incurable  insane.  These  unfortunate  beings  should  com- 
mand our  warmest  sympathy,  and  humanity  demands  that  adequate 
provision  be  made  for  their  wants.  Our  insane  asylums  have  been 
obliged  to  return  many  of  this  unfortunate  class  to  the  counties 
whence  they  came  to  make  room  for  other  patients;  and  the 
county  authorities  being  unable  to  suitably  provide  for  them,  are 
obliged  to  keep  them  in  the  poor-houses  and  jails.  The  subject 
of  at  once  providing  for  this  class  so  they  can  receive  proper  care 
and  treatment  should  engage  your  earliest  and  most  careful 
attention. 

EDUCATION. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  to  you  that  the  educational  inter- 
ests of  the  state  are  quietly  but  steadily  progressing,  and  although 
the  percentage  of  attendance  is  somewhat  less  than  for  the  last 
year,  yet  the  public  schools  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition. 
The  attendance  has  not  been  so  large  for  the  past  year  on  account 
of  the  unfavorable  weather  and  the  prevalency  of  contagious 
diseases  in  very  many  localities.  The  percentage  of  attendance 
of  children  at  all  the  schools  of  the  state  for  the  year  1879  was 
66.97  ;  for  the  year  1880,69.04  ;  and  for  the  year  1881,  65.2.  The 
number  of  children  of  school  age  in  the  state  in  1880  was 
483,229,  and  in  1881  was  489,142,  an  increase  of  5,913.  The  total 
valuation  of  school  property  in  the  state,  being  the  school  houses, 
school  house  sites,  apparatus  and  libraries,  is  $5,543,049.61.  The 
total  amount  expended  for  school  purposes  in  the  state  during  the 
year  was  $2,302,038.34,  or  $6.97  for  each  person  attending  school. 
The  amount  expended  for  each  pupil  in  1880  was  $7.24,  and  in 
1879  was  $7.44. 

The  number  of  appeals  before  the  superintendent  have  been 
less  than  last  year  and  is  a  gratifying  indication  of    that  humane 
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and  friendly  spirit  of   the  people  which  ensures  a  good  govern- 
ment 

The  common  schools  of  this  state  are  surpassed  by  the  schools 
of  but  very  few  states  in  the  Union,  and  this  good  condition  is,  in 
a  great  measure,  due  to  the  commendable  and  able  manner  in 
which  the  superintendents  of  public  instruction  and  their  assist- 
ants have  for  many  years  performed  their  arduous  and  important 
duties.  Every  superintendent  of  public  instruction  for  many 
years  has  recommended  that  the  adoption  of  the  township  system 
of  school  government  be  made  compulsory. 

PINES  AND  PENALTIES. 

Section  2  of  article  X  of  our  s*ate  constitution  provides,  among 
other  things,  that  "the  clear  proceeds  of  all  fines  collected  in  the 
several  counties  for  any  breach  of  the  penal  laws  shall  be  set 
apart  as  a  separate  fund  to  be  called  a  school  fund,"  and  section 
715  of  the  revised  statutes  prescribes  the  manner  of  carrying  this 
constitutional  provision  into  effect. 

The  county  treasurers  of  many  of  the  larger  and  more  popu- 
lous counties,  for  a  period  of  nearly  twenty  years,  had  neglected 
to  obey  said  provision  of  the  constitution  and  the  laws  enacted  to 
carry  it  out.  The  attorney-general  during  the  past  year  brought 
suit  in  the  supreme  court  against  one  of  these  delinquent  county 
treasurers  to  recover  the  fines  collected  during  the  year  1880. 
That  court  on  the  fourth  of  June  last  filed  its  unanimous  opinion 
sustaining  the  law  above  cited,  and  required  such  treasurer  to  pay. 
Since  that  decision,  most  of  the  counties  have  paid  to  the  state 
treasurer  the  fines  collected  daring  the  year  1880.  The  amount 
so  paid  to  January  1,  1882,  is$LL583.07,  bemg  more  than  had 
been  collected  from  the  same  source  for  the  ten  years  preceding. 
It  is  estimated  that  there  is  due  from  the  several  counties  for 
the  years  in  which  they  have  neglected  to  obey  the  law  the  sum 
of  $100,000. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  this  subject  with  a  view  to  ascer- 
tain if  any  legislation  is  necessary  to  insure  an  equitable  legal 
adjustment  thereof. 
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UNIVERSITY  OF  WISCONSIN. 

The  several  reports  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Regents,  and  the  president  of  the  university  show  that  the 
institution  is  in  a  thriving  and  commendable  condition.  It  is  now 
an  institution  of  which  the  state  should  be  pro iid,  made  so  by  a 
generous  donation  of  lands  granted  by  congress,  by  occasional  aid 
of  the  legislature,  by  the  philanthropic  munificence  of  Grovernor 
Washburn,  and  the  provident  care  and  management  of  the  presi- 
dents and  faculty.  The  location  of  the  university  is  more  health- 
ful and  advantageous  than  that  of  any  other  institution  of  the 
kind  in  the  West,  and  by  a  liberal  and  generous  policy  on  the 
part  of  the  legislature,  such  as  the  people  of  the  state  would  be 
proud,  in  after  times,  to  have  bestowed,  it  may  be  made  the  most 
serviceable  and  distinguished  educational  institution  in  the  West. 

I  suggest  that  you  make  yourselves  familiar  with  this  institu- 
tion, and  know  its  wants  and  heed  them  with  s-uch  provident  lib- 
erality, that  it  will  soon  advance  to  that  meritorious  rank  so 
justly  coveted. 

EXPEEIMENTS   IN   AMBER   CANE. 

In  accordance  with  chapter  211  of  the  General  Laws  of  1881, 
Prof.  W.  A.  Henry  has  made  experiments  in  Amber  cane  and  the 
ensilage  of  fodders,  and  has  made  a  full  and  complete  report 
thereof  to  me.  In  his  report  Prof.  Henry  estimates  that  syrup 
can  be  made  at  the  rate  of  180  gallons  per  acre;  and  when 
sugar  is  worked  for,  it  can  be  had  at  the  rate  of  not  less 
than  1,000  pounds  per  acre  of  raw  sugar,  besides  80  gallons  of 
molasses.  The  analysis  of  the  chemist  shows  that  there  is  over 
2,000  pounds  of  sugar  in  an  acre  of  cane  and  that  half  is  lost  by 
the  present  imperfecn  methods  of  working.  The  report  of  Prof. 
Henry  shows  that  he  has  expended  $3,080.07  of  the  appropriation, 
and  that  there  remains  the  sum  of  $919.93  unexpended.  The 
raising  of  cane  is  becoming  one  of  the  important  agricultural 
products  of  the  state,  and  in  my  judgment  should  be  encouraged ; 
and  in  view  of  the  satisfactory  results  reached  by  the  experiments 
made,  and  in  view  of  their  undoubted  benefit  to  the  many  pro-

ducers  of  cane,  I  would  recommend  the  continuance  of  such  an 
appropriation  for  this  purpose  as  in  your  wisdom  would  seem 
best;  and  as  there  is  no  provision  for  printing  his  report,  I  would 
recommend  that  a  sufficient  appropriation  be  made  for  its  proper 
printing  and  distribution. 

STATE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 

The  State  Historical  Society  has  been  ably  managed.  From  a 
very  small  beginning,  it  has  grown  to  be  a  large  institution  of 
peculiar  interest  to  the  people  of  the  state.  It  is  regarded  as  one 
of  the  most  complete  collections  of  its  class  in  the  United  States, 
and  is  worthy  of  the  fostering  care  of  the  state.  I  would  recom- 
mend to  the  legislature  that  they  provide  a  suitable  building  for 
the  use  of  the  society,  separate  from  the  capitol.  Its  present  quarters 
are  entirely  inadequate  to  its  wants,  and  the  rooms  it  now  occupies 
are  needed  for  the  convenience  of  the  legislature.  In  such  a 
building  suitable  room  should  be  provided  for  the  Wisconsin 
Academy  of  Sciences,  Arts  and  Letters. 

STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

The  gentlemen  composing  the  board  are  among  the  most  emi- 
nent in  their  profession  in  the  state,  and  I  would  recommend  that 
the  legislature  extend  to  them  a  generous  encouragement.  Their 
labors  have  resulted  in  great  benefit  to  the  health  of  our  people, 
and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  greater  benefits  may  in  the  future 
be  expected.  Their  suggestions  for  the  restriction  and  prevention 
of  contagious  diseases  have  been  widely  circulated  throughout 
the  state,  and  have  been  adopted  by  a  large  class  of  our  citizens, 
and  their  wisdom  fully  proven.  The  board  has  succeeded  in 
securing  reports  from  about  nine  hundred  different  localities  in 
the  state,  and  have  awakened  a  deep  feeling  among  the  people 
upon  the  subject  of  the  suppression  of  disease.  Their  suggestions 
for  securing  for  schools,  prisons  and  public  buildings  proper 
hygiene,  have  been  adopted  in  many  localities  with  good  results. 
In  my  opinion,  their  services  to  the  state  cannot  be  dispensed  with, 
and  too  much  care  cannot  be  taken  to  protect  the  lives  and  health 
of  the  people. 
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EAILEOADS. 

The  total  mileage  of  the  railroads  of  the  state,  as  reported  to 
the  Eailroad  Commissioner  on  the  80th  day  of  June,  1881,  was 
3,142.43  miles,  at  a  cost,  including  equipments,  of  $129,641,419.87, 
being  an  average  of  $41,258.04  per  mile. 

The  total  earnings  of  the  railroads  of  the  state  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1881,  were  $15,478,172.61,  being  an  average  of 
$4,814.91  per  mile  of  operated  road.  The  operating  expenses 
were  $9,085,437.08,  being  $2,826.28  per  mile;  the  excess  of  earn- 
ings over  operating  expenses  was  $6,392,735.58,  or  $1,988.63  per 
mile.  The  passenger  earnings  on  all  of  the  roads  in  the  state 
were  $3,527,478.89,  and  the  freight  earnings  $10,979,446.81.  The 
whole  number  of  passengers  carried  during  the  year  *in  the  state 
was  2,966,965,  or  an  equivalent  of  119,599,855  passengers  carried 
one  mile.  The  whole  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried  was 
5,407,297,  or  an  equivalent  of  the' carriage  of  657,499,156  tons 
one  mile.  The  average  rate  of  all  freights  carried  in  the  state 
during  the  year  was  1.68  cents  per  ton  per  mile. 

The  total  number  of  miles  of  road  built  in  the  state  during  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1881,  was  300  against  238iVo 
miles  for  the  year  1880.  The  total  mileage  of  the  railroads  of 
the  state  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1882,  was  3,433.88  miles. 
The  present  indications  are  that  a  much  larger  amount  of  road 
will  be  built  in  1882  than  was  built  in  1881,  unless  some  un- 
looked  for  financial  revulsion  shall  cut  short  work  already  under 
contemplation. 

The  commissioner  reports  the  gratifying  fact  that  not  a  single 
passenger  has  been  killed  upon  the  railroads  of  Wisconsin  during 
the  year,  with  very  few  casualties  of  any  nature  to  the  traveling 
public.  This  shows  a  commendable  care  for  the  protection  of 
human  life,  on  the  part  of  the  management,  and  of  those  having 
charge  of  the  running  of  trains. 

No  brief  summary  of  the  report  of  the  commissioner  can  do 
it  justice  or  present  in  proper  form  the  interesting  statistics  and 
the  valuable  infoirhation  therein  given.  The  questions  discussed 
and  the  suggestions  made  in  regard  to  changes  in  the  laws  should 
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be  studied,  and  any  defects  io  the  existing  law  should  be  rem- 
edied  by  appropriate  legislation.  The  report  will  be  laid  before 
you  in  a  few  days,  and  I  commend  to  your  special  consideration 
those  portions  of  the  report  referring  to :  ''  Reports  to  State 
Treasurer  and  Commissioner,''  "License  Fees  of  Railroads,"  and 
''  Discriminations,"  and  trust  that  in  your  wisdom  you  will  be  en- 
abled to  perfect  all  the  laws  relating  to  the  working  of  the  rail- 
i-oad  department,  in  the  interest  of  justice,  and  an  equal  distribu- 
tion of  the  burdens  and  the  gains  upon  the  producer  and  the 
'  carrier  alike. 

The  province  of  the  state  through  its  legislature,  to  pass  such 
laws  in  regard  to  transportation  as  shall  be  deemed  for  the  inter- 
ests of  all  the  people,  has  become  a  settled  fact,  through  the 
decision  of  the  highest  tribunal  of  the  land ;  and  is  accepted  as 
wise  policy  by  the  great  corporations  themselves.  It  becomes, 
therefore,  the  highest  duty  of  the  legislature  to  give  due  thought 
to  all  railroad  legislation,  and  to  act  with  such  wisdom,  that  while 
it  shall  not  be  unduly  rigorous  in  the  restrictions  it  imposes 
by  law,  it  should  not  for  a  moment  forget  any  proper  and 
healthful  protection  to  the  producing  classes,  but  give  to  the 
whole  people  such  enactments  as  shall  bestow  justice  and  equality 
of  rights  with  an  impartial  hand.  And  in  the  furtherance  and 
perfection  of  this  principle  of  regulation,  I  do  not  think  it  unrea- 
sonable to  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  inter- 
state commerce  of  the  country  will  be  regulated  hy  national  statute 
in  such  an  harmonious  adjustment  as  will  meet  the  requirements- 
of  the  producing  and  consuming  portion  of  society. 

INSURANCE. 

The  department  of  insurance  continues  to  be  of  great  service 
to  the  people  of  the  state  in  the  protection  afforded  them  against 
fraudulent  insurance,  which  has  become  a  serious  grievance  in 
ittany  state^\  The  commissioner's  certificate  of  authority  to  a  com- 
pany has  come  to  be  regarded  as  almost  a  guaranty  of  its  sound- 
ness. To  his  recommendations  I  invite  your  attention  as  worthy 
^r  consideration. 
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FISH  CULTURE. 


Under  the  management  of  the  State  Board  of  Fish  Commis- 
sioners, the  artificial  propagation  of  fish  is  no  longer  an  experi- 
ment, and  by  means  thereof  our  streams  and  lakes  are  annually 
becoming  better  stocked  with  fish  to  which  these  waters  are 
adapted.  There  is  no  room  to  doubt  the  desirability  of  continu- 
ing the  commission.  For  the  current  year  an  appropriation  of 
$8,000  is  asked.

The  money  at  the  command  of  the  commission  for  the  year 
was,  including  $7,000  appropriation  by  the  legislature,  $9,244.60. 
The  expenditures,  including  $500.00  outstanding  indebtedness 
on  January  1st,  amounted  to  $8,639.67,  leaving  a -net  balance  in 
their  hands  at  that  date  of  $60193. 

IMMIGEATIOK 

The  Board  of  Immigration  have  expended,  as  will  appear  by 
their  report,  during  the  year  1881,  $5,514.41,  and  that  47,956  im- 
migrants have  arrived  in  Milwaukee  during  the  year,  and  that 
63.7  per  cent,  of  them  remained  and  settled  in  this  state ;  whereas 
in  1880  the  percentage  of  those  settling  in  this  state  was  only 
40.04,  and  in  1879  was  only  37.7 ;  and  that  there  were  8,564  who 
arrived  in  Chicago  and  made  Wisconsin  their  home,  but  did  not 
pass  through  Milwaukee.  Of  the  whole  number  of  immigrants 
arriving  at  Milwaukee,  25,769  were  destined  for  Wisconsin,  and 
of  which  14.119  were  from  Grermany,  3,510  from  Norway,  1,558 
from  Sweden,  1,030  from  Denmark,  121  from  England,  173  from 
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Ireland,  16  from  Scotland,  28  from  France,  237  from  Holland,  981 
from  Bohemia,  3,224  from  Poland,  and  262  from  other  countries. 
The  work  of  the  board  has  been  very  beneficial  to  the  state, 
and  the  immigrants  have  been  of  the  best  agricultural  and  indus- 
trial classes,  and  have  made  material  additions  to  our  capital  and 
wealth. 

THE  WISCONSIN  NATIONAL  GUAED. 

The  military  organization  of  the  state  is  in  a  very  creditable 
condition  of  efficiency.  The  increased  aid  given  to  the  companies 
by  recent  legislation  has  resulted  in  a  marked  improvement  in  the 
service,  and  has  fully  vindicated  the  wisdom  of  the  appropriation. 
The  report  of  the  adjutant  general  shows  a.  force  of  thirty-two 
companies  of  infantry  ani  two  of  cavalry  now  organized,  number- 
ing  115  officers  and  2,818  enlisted  men,  a  total  of  2,433.  Four 
battalions  are  now  organized.  The  companies,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  two  recently  formed,  are  fully  uniformed  and  armed  with 
the  best  arms  in  use.  Although  our  militia  consists  of  but  a 
small  organization,  and  expenditures  for  its  support  are  compara- 
tively light,  yet  for  efficiency  and  discipline,  convenience  of  loca- 
tion for  speedy  concentration,  advance  of  instruction  and  excel- 
lence  of  material,  it  is  second  to  none  in  the  Northwest.  To 
maintain  it  in  Ihe  highest  attainable  state  of  effectiveness  is  an 
object  worthy  your  consideration. 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

The  report  of  the  managers  of  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls 
has  been  received,  and  I  transmit  the  same  to  the  legislature. 
There  is  no  provision  by  law  for  the  printing  of  this  report  by 
the  commissioners,  and  provision  should  be  made  therefor.  The 
expenditures  made  from  the  appropriations  of  the  last  legislature 
are  $4,927.12;  these  were  made  for  special  purposes  designated 
by  the  law,  and  were  mostly  for  permanent  improvements. 

The  management  of  this  institution  is  under  the  special  care  of 
a  board  of  lady  managers,  and  their  work  a  very  important  and 
difficult  one. 
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CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT. 

The  people  at  the  late  election  having  ratified  the  constitutional 
amendment  providing  biennial  sessions  of  tbe  legislature,  and 
the  same  having  become  a  part  of  the  constitution,  I  therefore 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  second  amendment,  now  pending, 
and  its  submission  to  the  people,  in  order  that  our  elections  may 
be  uniform  and  less  frequent. 

THE  CENSUS. 

The  population  of  the  state,  as  shown  by  the  United  States 
census  of  1880,  is  1,315,480,  an  increase  of  24.6  per  cent,  since 
1870. 

APPORTIONMENT. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  apportionment  of  the  state  into  sen- 
ate and  assembly  districts,  and  also  into  congressional  districts 
when  congress  shall  have  passed  the  necessary  legislation.  In 
doing  this,  you  should  take  into  consideration  the  population, 
community  of  interests,  and  compactness  of  territory,  so  far  as  it 
can  be  done,  without  special  regard  to  the  political  sentiment  of 
the  various  localities. 

PORTRAIT  OP  HON.  M.  H.  CARPENTER. 

In  accordance  with  Joint  Resolution  No.  51,  Assembly,  passed 
by  the  last  legislature,  the  governor  has  procured  a  crayon  por- 
trait of  the  late  Senator  M.  H.  Carpenter,  made  by  Mr.  W,  H. 
McEntee,  and  has  caused  the  same  to  be  placed  in  the  rooms  of 
the  State  Historical  Society.  The  amount  expended  therefor  was 
$308,  paid  by  the  governor  out  of  the  contingent  fund.  The 
work  is  commended  as  one  of  much  skill,  and  is  a  most  fitting 
tribute  to  the  esteem  of  Wisconsin's  most  gifted  orator. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  have  thus  briefly  called  your  attention  to  such  matters  as  seem, 
in  my  judgment,  to  be  for  the  welfare  of  the  state.  The  people 
expect  economy  in  expenditures,  and  will  hold  all  public  officers  to 
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a  strict  accountability  for  all  of  their  transactions.  With  grateful 
hearts  to  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  universe  for  all  the  blessings 
we  enjoy,  and  a  firm  reliance  upon  Him  for  our  future  guidance, 
let  us  proceed  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  us  by 
the  constitution  and  the  laws.  .

Condi- 
tional pardon  granted  February  5,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  warden  and  deputy  warden,  and  certificate  of  the  prison  physi- 
cian that  the  prisoner's  health  is  becoming  so  seriously  impaired 
that  further  confinement  will  tend  to  jeopardize  ultimate  recovery.

Frank  Dodge  and  John  Bittel. —  Convicted  before  the  circuit 
court  for  Fond  du  Lac  county  on  the  9th  day  of  August,  1878,  of 
assault  with  intent  to  rob  and  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  imprison- 
ment in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Pardon  granted 
February  15.  The  prisoners,  who  are  young  men,  have  fully  served 
the  sentence  imposed  for  the  graver  offense,  and  conducted  them- 
selves during  imprisonment  in  a  most  exemplary  manner,  and  it  is 
believed  that  clemency  extended  to  them  now  will  be  quite  as 
beneficial  as  further  punishment.  Pardon  recommended  by  the 
circuit  judge,  eleven  of  the  jury,  and  a  large  number  of  prominent 
citizens  of  the  county. 

John  Kane. —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Eau  Claire 
county  on  the  3d  day  of  October,  1878,  of  assault  with  intent  to 
rape,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of 
four  years.  Pardon  granted  April  20,  for  the  reason  that  circum- 
stances have  come  to  light  which,  if  known  at  the  time  of  the  trial, 
would  have  resulted  in  a  lighter  sentence  than  the  one  pronounced 
by  the  judge.     Pardon  recommended  by  the  circuit  judge. 

William  B.  Ableman. —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for 
Dane  county  on  the  18th  day  of  February.  1880,  of  rape,  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  ten  years. 
Pardon  granted  August  18.  The  youth  and  previous  good  reputa- 
tion commended  him  to  executive  clemency.  Some  doubts  appear 
as  to  the  guilt  of  the  crime  charged.  Pardon  recommended  by  the 
judge,  district  attorney  and  many  residents  of  the  neighborhood 
where  the  ^rime  was  committed. 

George  L.  Powers. —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Eau 
Claire  county  on  the  7th  day  of  April,  1880,  of  assault  with  intent 
to  kill  and  murder,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison 
for  a  term  of  two  years.  Pardon  granted  October  13,  for  the  rea- 
son that  it  is  believed  the  prisoner  has  been  sufficiently  punished. 
Pardon  recommended  by  the  president,  trustees  and  other  officers 
of  the  village  of  Fairchild,  where  the  crime  was  committed.  Rec- 
ommended almost  unanimously  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  village, 
by  many  residents  of  the  county,  and  by  the  judge  and  district 
attorney,  and  also  by  ten  of  the  jury. 

M.  O.  Hine. —  Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of  Dane 
county  on  the  3d  day  of  August,  1881,  of  burglary,  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  one  year. 
Pardon  granted  October  13,  1881,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  believed 
the  prisoner  was  not  guilty  of  the  crime  charged.  Pardon  recom- 
mended Dy  the  judge,  who  stated  that  there  were  mitigating  cir- 
cumstances in  the  case;  and  by  the  district  attorney,  who  stated 
that  if  at  the  time  of  the  trial  he  had  been  in  possession  of  all  the 
facts  now  before  him  he  would  have  prosecuted  under  another  sec- 
tion of  the  statutes,  where  the^penalty  would  have  been  confinement 
in  the  county  jail. 

Charles  Ammann. —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Racine, 
county  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  1878,  of  assault  with  intent  to 
rape,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of 
eight  years.     Pardoned  October  28,  for  the  reason  that  from  affida-' 
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vits  and  statements  submitted  by  the  justice  of  the  peace  before 
whom  the  preliminary  examination  was  conducted,  the  district  at- 
torney who  prosecuted  the  case  and  the  judge  who  passed  the  sen- 
tence, there  is  no  doubt  of  Ammann's  guilt  of  crime,  but  there  are 
grave  doubts  of  his  being  guilty  of  the  crime  charged.  Having 
served  what  is  equivalent  to  a  sentence  of  more  than  four  years,  it 
is  believed  that  he  has  been  suflSciently  punished.  Pardon  recom- 
mended by  the  judge,  district  attorney  and  prominent  citizens  of 
Racine. 

John  Byrns.  —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Dodge 
county  on  the  3d  day  of  March,  1880,  of  burglary  and  larceny,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  a  term  of  ihre& 
years.  Conditional  pardon  granted  December  21.  The  prisoner 
had  frequently  worked  for  the  person  in  whose  house  the  offense 
was  committed,  and  occasionally  lodged  there  when  not  in  his  em- 
ploy, and  on  this  occasion  it  is  represented  he  was  under  the  influ- 
ence of  liquor.  These  circumstances  divest  the  case  of  some  of 
the  elements  of  burglary,  and  after  a  confinement  of  nearly  two 
years  it  is  believed  he  has  been  suffioiently  punished.  Pardon 
recommended  by  the  district  attorney  and  prominent  citizens  of 
Dodge  county,  including  the  person  in  whose  house  the  crime  was 
committed.  ^  Pardoned  upon  condition  that  he  abstain  from  the  use 
of  all  intoxicating  liquors. 

Gustav  Peterson. —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of  Calumet 
county  on  the  11th  day  of  June,  1874,  of  murder  in  the  second  de- 
gree, and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of 
his  natural  life.  Pardon  granted  December  24rth,  for  the  reason 
that  in  the  opinion  of  the  judge  who  presided  at  the  trial,  and  the 
district  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case,  the  prisoner  ought 
not  to  have  been  convicted  of  murder,  but  of  manslaughter  in 
some  of  its  degrees.  He  has  already  served  a  period  equal  to  a- 
sentence  of  ten  years,  which  is  the  extreme  penalty  allowed  by 
law  for  manslaughter  in  the  first  degree.  Pardon  recommended  by 
the  judge  who  presided  at  the  trial,  by  the  district  attorney  and 
by  seven  jurors. 

Commutation  of  Sentences, 

Jacob  Clear. —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  La  Crosse 
county.  May  3,  1865,  of  murder,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in 
state ,  prison  for  a  term  of  his  natural  life.  Sentence  commuted 
December  31,  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  twenty- 
five  years.  The  judge  who  sentenced  him  upon  his  own  plea  of 
guilty,  says  that  "  a  statement  of  the  facts|made  by  said  Clear  in 
which  were  set  forth  many  circumstances  which  go  in  mitigation  of 
his  offense,  also  one  of  the  wardens  of  the  prison  testifying  to  his 
good  conduct,  have  been  submitted  to  me,  and  in  view  of  the  facts 
contained  in  these  statements,  and  for  the  reason  that  said  Clear 
was  sentenced  upon  his  plea  of  guilty,  without  trial  or  judicial  in- 
vestigation of  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  that  there  is  good  reaso  n 
to  believe  that  the  plea  of  guilty  would  not  have  been  made  except 
under  the  fear  and  stress  of  threatened  mob  violence,  I  am  of  the  opin-^ 
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ion  that  said  Clear  is  a  proper  subject  for  executive  clemency.  Hon. 
Gabe  Bouck  states  that  the  prisoner  was  a  soldier  m  his  regiment, 
that  he  was  a  quiet,  attentive,  well  behaved  and  brave  soldier,  and 
adds,  "  I  have  alwavs  felt  that'  there  must  have  been  some  pecu- 
liar circumstances  connected  with  the  matter  when  I  consider  the 
character  and  conduct  of  Clear  as  a  soldier." 

His  conduct  in  prison  has  been  most  meritorious.  On  the  oc- 
casion of  a  fire  breaking  out  in  the  engine  room,  he  rushed  in  at  the 
risk  of  his  life  to  prevent  an  explosion  of  the  boiler,  probably  thus 
saving  the  lives  of  many  who  were  near  and  also  saving  the  build- 
ing from  destruction.  It  is  the  testimony  of  the  present  and  past 
officers  of  the  prison  that  his  example  and  influence  have  greatly 
aided  them  in  the  discipline  of  the  prison.  For  these  reasons  this 
commutation  is  granted.  ^  r  r^       4r 

Cabell  H.  Harney.—  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  ot  Urant 
county  on  the  23d  day  of  March,  1866,  of  murder,  and  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  a  term  of  his  natural  life.     Sen- 
tence commuted  l>ecember  31,  to  imprisonment  in  state  prison  for  .^

Mathilda  Daniels.— Convicted  before  a  justice  court  of  Milwau- 
kee county,  October  14,  1880,  of  assault  and  battery,  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction  for  a  term  of 
six  months.  Pardoned  February  12,  for  the  reason  that  it  appears 
from  the  evidence  and  the  statement  of  the  inspector,  that  at  times 
the  girl  suffers  from  mental  debility  and  violent  nervous  attacks. 
On  account  of  her  youth  and  apparent  purity,  it  is  deemed  longer 
confinement  among  the  class  of  female  associates  with  whom  she 
must  necessarily  come  in  contact,  will  tend  to  injure  her.  ihe 
ladies'  local  board  of  charity  of  Milwaukee  recommend  her  pardon, 
and  have  promised  to  provide  for  her  a  suitable  home. 

Patrick  Toohey.— Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of  Mil- 
waukee county  on  the  11th  day  of  August,  1880,  of  larceny,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction  for  a  term  ot 
one  year.     Pardon  granted  March  7.      The  crime  of  which  the 
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prisoner  was  convicted  was  the  result  of  a  drunken  carouse  in 
which  ^e  and  the  complaining  witness  were  engaged,  and  in  con- 
sideration of  all  the  circumstances  it  is  believed  that  release  from 
confinement  will-  subserve  the  interests  of  public  justice,  and  tend 
to  prisoner  s  reformation.  Pardon  recommended  by  nine  members 
ot  the  legislature  from  Milwaukee  county,  and  ex- district  attorney 
and  sheriff,  as  well  as  other  citizens. 

William  Closter.— Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of  Mil- 
waukee  county  on  the  14th  day  of  May,  1880,  of  forgery,  and  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction  for  a  term  of 
two  years.  Pardoned  March  24,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  repre- 
sented his  personal  attendance  before  the  probate  court  in  Ger-' 
many  is  necessary  in  order  to  enable  him  to  assert  and  maintain 
his  claims  to  a  proper  share  in  his  father's  estate. 

William  Marg.— Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of  Mil- 
waukee county,  January  27,  1879,  of  burglary,  and  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  m  the  Milwaukee  county  house  of  correction  for  a 
term  of  three  years.  Pardon  granted  April  5,  for  the  reason  that 
the  prisoner  is  represented  to  be  growing  insane,  and  the  certificate^ 
ot  reputable  physicians  show  that  nothing  less  than  release  from 
conhnement  can  prevent  hopeless  insanity. 

Peter  Hochner.— Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of  Mil- 
waukee county  on  the  15th  day  of  July,  1880,  of  larceny,  and' 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction  for  a  term  of 
two  years.  Pardoned  April  15.  The  prisoner  was  a  resident  of 
±5utternut  in  Ashland  county,  attending  a  soldiers'  reunion  in  Mil- 
waukee in  1880,  and  while  under  the  influence  of  liquor  attempted 
to  dispose  of  a  horse  which  he  ha<I  hired  from  a  livery  stable.  It 
is  believed  the  prisoner,  who  had  borne  a  good  reputation,  has 
been  sufhciently  punished.  Pardon  recommended  by  all  the  voters 
ot  butternut  and  by  many  prominent  citizens  of  the  county. 

Andrew  Doland.— Convicted  before  the. municipal  court  of  Mil- 
waukee county  on  the  25th  day  of  July,  1881,  of  disorderly  conduct, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction  for  a  term 
of  ninety  daj^s.  Pardon  granted  August  17.  The  prisoner  was  sen- 
tenced to  pay  a  fine  of  125  and  costs,  or  in  default  thereof  to  be 
imprisoned  ninety  days.  Neither  he  nor  his  father  had  the  means 
to  pay  the  fine.  His  father  has  a  broken  leg  and  is  unable  to  work; 
has  a  wife  and  four  younger  children  dependent,  with  himself,  upon 
the  earnings  of  the  prisoner  for  support.  Pardon  recommended  by 
many  prominent  citizens,  including  the  chief  of  police. 

William  McCullar.—  Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  of 
Milwaukee  county  on  the  1st  day  of  December,  1880,  of  forgery, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction  for  a  term 
of  two  years.  Pardoned  August  18,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  ends  of  justice  have  been  satisfied  in  the  punish- 
ment already  undergone.  Pardon  recommended  by  the  chief  of 
police,  district  attorney  who  prosecuted,  the  prisoner's  former  em- 
ployers and  all  the  parties  who  most  particularly  suffered  by  reason 
of  the  crime  committed. 

Joseph  C.  Oswald.— Convicted   before  the  municipal   court  of 
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Milwaukee  county  on  the  1st  day  of  August,  1877,  of  arson, ^and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  correction  for  a  term  of  ten 
years.  Pardon  granted  October  13th,  for  the  reason  there  appeared 
to  be  some  extenuating  circumstances  in  the  case,  and  as  he  has 
served  what  is  equal  to  a  term  of  five  years,  it  is  believed  that  he 
has  been  sufficiently  punished  to  meet  the  demands  of  justice. 

Johu  Hungerbuh'ler.  — Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  ot 
Milwaukee  county  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1879,  of  forgery,  and 
sentenced  to  the  house  of  correction  for  a  term  of  three  years  and 
six  months.  Pardoned  October  13th,'for  the  reason  that  it  is  believed 
that  he  has  been  sufficiently  punished  for  his  oflFense.  Pardon 
recommended  by  the  parties  who  prosecuted  him,  by  the  district 
attorneys  and  others.

aeorge  Rathsack.— Convicted  before  a  justice  court  for  Mani- 
towoc county,  December  4,  1880,  of  assault  and  battery,  and  sen- 
tenced to  pay  a  fine  of  $15  and  cost  of  prosecution,  and  in  default 
of  payment  to  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  for  a  term  of  20 
days;  also  to  stand  committed  until  he  shall  enter  into  a  recogni- 
zance with  sureties  to  keep  the  peace.  Pardon  granted  xVIarch  17. 
The  prisoner  has  already  been  imprisoned  more  than  two  months, 
solely  because  his  friends  cannot  comply  with  the  onerous  conditions 
of  the  law  governing  the  giving  of  security  to  keep  the  peace,  and 
it  is  believed  that  further  confinement  would  be  unwise.  Pardon 
recommended  by  the  mayor,  several  aldermen  and  other  citizens  of 
Manitowoc.  . 

Michael  Conlin.— Convicted  before  the  municipal  court  ot  Dane 
county  on  the  10th  day  of  March,  1881,  of  disturbing  a  public 
meeting,  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $5  and  cost,  and  in  default 
of  payment  to  stand  committed  to  Dane  county  jail  for  a  term  ot 
fifteen  days.  Pardon  granted  March  16.  The  prisoner  is  a  young 
boy  and  the  offense  not  a  very  grave  one  of  its  kind.  The  boy 
himself  is  unatle  to  pay  the  fine,  and  so  are  his  parents.  A  ]ail  at 
best  is  a  poor  place  for  such  lads,  and  this  one  feels  the  disgrace  so 
keenly  as  to  have  become  quite  prostrated  from  nervous  exhaustion. 
Pardon  recommended  by  the  acting  municipal  judge,  district  at- 
torney and  others.  .  c      n  ^ 

James  Crowley. —  Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  for  Colum- 
bia county  on  the  23d  day  of  December,  1880,  of  assault  and  bat- 
tery, and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term 
of  six  months.  Pardon  granted  April  '23d,  for  the  reason  that  it  is 
believed  the  welfare  of  the  prisoner  will  not  be  advanced  by  his 
imprisonment  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  his  sentence,  and 
that  the  ends  of  justice  would  be  subserved  by  his  release.  Par- 
dom  recommended  by  the  district  attorney  of  Columbia  county, 
and  many  prominent  citizens  of  Portage. 

Charles  Humler.— Convicted  before  a  justice  court  of  Dane 
county  on  the  11th  day  of  May,  1881,  of  larceny,  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  of  said  county  for  a  term  ot  six 
months.     Pardon  granted  July  28,  because  it  is  believed  the  pns- 
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oper  has  been  suflSciently  punished.  The  justice  who  sentenced 
him  states  that  if  the  facts  which  have  come  to  light  since  con- 
viction had  been  known  at  the  time  of  the  trial,  a  shorter  period 
of  imprisonment  would  have  been  imposed  than  the  one  already 
served.  "^ 

Patrick  Moriarty.  —  Convicted  before  a  justice  court  of  Jefferson 
county  on  the  24th  day  of  August,  1881,  of  larceny,  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  of  said  county  for  a  term  of 
ninety  days.  Pardon  granted  September  17,  for  the  reason  that  it 
IS  believed  the  prisoner  has  been  sufficiently  punished.  He  appears 
to  be  penitent,  and  a  pardon  will  have  a  greater  tendency  to  re- 
form him  than  longer  confinement.  Pardon  recommended  by  many 
prominent  citizens  of  Watertown. 

Commutation  of  Sentence. 

Thomas  Connell.— Convicted  before  the  circuit  court  of  Green 
county  on  the  21st  day  of  October,  1880,  of  assault  and  battery, 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  of  said  county 
for  a  term  of  three  months  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  seventy-five  dollars 
and  costs,  and  m  default  of  payment,  to  an  additional  term  of  im- 
prisonment of  SIX  months.  May  20  sentence  commuted,  because  of 
the  prisoner's  inability  to  pay  the  fine  in  full;  his  term  of  sentence 
liad  nearly  expired,  and  upon  his  own  petition  the  unexpired  por- 
tion was  commuted  to  a  payment  of  thirty  dollars.  Recommended 
by  many  citizens  of  Monroe.

COMMUNICATIONS  TO  THE  LEGISLATURE. 

To  the  honorable  the  legislature: 

In  pursuance  of  section  19,  chapter  298,  laws  of  1881,  the  under- 
signed were  appointed  by  his  excellency,  the  governor. 

The  law  authorizing  the  appointment  of  this  committee  is  in- 
definite as  to  the  specific  duties  required,  also  as  to  whom  such 
committee  should  report.  Believing  it  to  have  been  the  intention 
of  the  legislature  that  the  report  of  this  committee  should  be  sup- 
plemental, and  separate  from  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Super- 
vision, we  submit  the  following: 

We  entered  on  our  duties  on  the  15th  of  December,  by  visiting 
the  Industrial  School  for  Boys,  at  Waukesha. 
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At  this  institution  we  found  the  health  of  the  inmates  to  be  ex- 
cellent, not  a  person  being  on  the  sick  list.  We  examined  care- 
fully the  interior  of  the  several  buildings,  school  rooms,  dormitories, 
kitchen,  bakery,  correction  house  and  outbuildins^s,  and  found  all 
cleanly  and  in  good  order,  the  beds  scrupulously  neat  and  clean, 
the  food  plain,  substantial  and  of  good  quality.  The  inmates  were 
comfortably  dressed  and  cleanly. 

We  were  informed  it  had  been  the  custom,  and  was  yet,  in  prac- 
tice, to  allow  the  foreman  of  the  workshop  a  percentage  upon  the 
profits.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  such  an  arrangement  does  not 
tend  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  institution,  and  should 
be  abolished  at  once.  No  officer  or  employe  should  have  any  pecu- 
niary interest  in  the  amount  of  labor  controlled  by  them.  In  this 
connection,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  law  author- 
izing commitments  to  this  institution  be  so  amended  that  no  com- 
mitments shall  be  made  for  a  longer  term  than  till  eighteen  years  of 
age.  While  it  3s  true  that  but  few  of  the  terms  of  sentence  are  com- 
pleted to  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  yet  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  knowledge  of  the  inmates  that  they  may  be  held  for  the 
full  time  induces  insubordination,  especially  among  boys  nearing  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  and  frequent  attempts  of  escape  are  the  result, 
necessitating  punishments  that  otherwise  might  be  avoided.  Again, 
we  believe  that  unless  reformation  can  be  accomplished  under 
eighteen  years  of  age,  there  is  but  little  hope  for  success  thereafter. 

Much  has  been  done  by  the  Board  of  Supervision  for  emulation  of 
good  conduct  among  the  boys,  by  establishing  grades  of  merit  and 
honor,  also  in  finding  homes  for  those  who  have  proved  worthy;  yet 
the  fact  remains,  that  boys  who  are  criminals  and  naturally  vicious 
are  of  necessity  housed  and  intermingle  in  school,  workshops  and 
play  with  those  whose  only  crime  was  they  had  no  homes  or  friends, 
and  have  been  sent  there  for  some  trivial  cause,  such  as  larceny  of 
a  torn  arithmetic  or  the  taking  of  twenty-five  cents  from  a  father, 
and  complained  of  and  convicted  upon  the  testimony  of  such  a 
parent. 

Incorrigibility  seems  to  be  a  favorite  plea  for  sending  children  to 
the  industrial  school,  and  though  far  better  off  here  than  the  homes 
they  are  sent  from  or  if  sent  to  poorhouses,  yet  it  seems  to  us  the 
state  should  provide  a  separate  home  and  school  for  these  non- 
criminal and  friendless  boys. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  appropriation  asked  for  by  the 
Board  of  Supervision  for  current  expenses  and  special,  be  allowed. 
We  would  also  recommend  an  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  steam  fire  engine  and  hose  for  use 
at  the  institution,  as  at  present  the  state  property  there  is  inade- 
quately protected  against  fire. 

NORTHERN    HOSPITAL   FOR   INSANE. 

Your  committee  next  visited  the  Northern  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
at  Oshkosh. 

Here  we  found  the  interior  of  the  buildings  in  most  excellent  or- 
der, and  with  the  appropriations  asked  for  we  believe  the  building, 
can  be  made  comfortable  and  protected  against  fire. 
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The  average  population  of  this  institution  is  all  that  can  be  cared 
for  with  the  present  number  of  rooms.  Each  room  is  filled  to  its 
utmost  capacity,  and  some  are  overcrowded. 

This  would  seem  to  warrant  an  appropriation  for  increase  of 
room. 

We  are  informed  that  the  large  room  designated  for  use  as  a 
chapel  is  seldom  used. 

If  a  room  for  this  use  is  needed  at  all,  your  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  amusement  room  could  be  so  utilized,  as  occasion 
demanded,  without  detriment  to  its  present  use  or  purpose. 

We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  chapel  room  be  con- 
verted into  wards  for  the  patients.  This  could  be  done  so  as  to  in- 
crease the  capacity  for  not  less  than  sixty  more  patients  than  can 
now  be  cared  for,  and  at  a  less  cost  than  separate  buildings  can  be 
erected. 

The  information  received  from  the  steward  of  this  institution 
was  to  the  effect  that  the  business  management  was  never  better, 
and,  in  many  respects,  has  been  materially  improved  under  the  law 
of  1881.     Oar  own  observations  coincide  fully  in  this  view. 

From  the  physicians  in  attendance,  Drs.  Thompson  and  Traut- 
man  (Dr.  Kempster,  the  superintendent,  being  absent),  we  learned 
that  the  care  and  support  of  the  patients  had  in  no  wise  suffered  or 
been  less. 

It  will  be  seen  from  an  abstract  taken  from  the  pay-rolls  of  the 
several  state  institutions  from  October,  1880,  up  to  and  including 
December,  1881,  that  the  number  of  employes  has  been  steadily 
and  materially  reduced. 

We  refer  to  the  abstract  attached  to  this  report. 

STATE    PRISON. 

At  this  institution  we  found  everything  in  apparent  good   order. 

The  appropriations  asked  for  by  the  State  Board  of  Supervision 
appear  to  be  necessary.  The  amount  asked  for  to  cover  a  deficit 
seems  to  have  arisen  as  partly  the  result  of  a  poor  trade  made  by 
an  agent  of  a  former  warden,  through  selling  property  belonging 
to  the  state  and  receiving  therefor  notes  of  individuals  which  have 
since  proved  worthless,  and  partly  from  an  over-estimate  of  value 
of  property  on  hand  belonging  to  the  state.  The  amount  now 
asked  for  as  deficit  should  have  been  reported  and  appropriations 
asked  for  in  1880  and  1881. 

Some  dissatisfaction  was  expressed  by  the  warden  as  to  the  re- 
sults attending  the  right  of  prisoners  to  appeal  or  lodge  complaints 
with  the  Board  of  Supervision,  claiming  this  right  interfered  with 
discipline.  We  do  not  venture  any  opinion  upon  this  subject.  Your 
committee  found  here  as  well  as  at  other  institutions  that  there  was 
delay  and  inconvenience  both  to  inmates  and  officers  of  the  several 
state  institutions  in  the  disbursing  of  moneys  belonging  to  the  in- 
mates in  accordance  with  the  present  law.  Suitable  amendments 
to  the  law  should  be  made  to  remedy  this  complaint. 

Inquiry  among  the  prisoners  elicited  the  fact  that  their  food  and 
treatment  was  all  that  could  be  expected  under  prison  discipline. 
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INSTITUTION    FOR   THE    EDUCATION   OP   THE   BLIND. 

We  examined  the  interior  of  this  institution  and  found  it  in  all 
its  parts  a  model  of  neatness  and  good  order. 

The  buildings  are  in  splendid  condition,  and  as  nearly  fire  proof 
as  may  be. 

The  accommodations  for  the  class  intended  to  be  benefited  are 
here  more  extensive  than  at  any  other  of  the  state  institutions,  and 
could  well  take  charge  of  one-fourth  to  one-third  more  pupils  than 
are  in  average  attendance. 

The  appropriations  asked  for  should  be  allowed. 

DExiF    AND    DUMB    INSTITUTE. 

This  institution  is  doing  a  good  work. 

The  sign  and  articulate  methods  of  instruction  are  both  taught. 

i  he  buildings  are  well  adapted  for  purposes  intended. 

One  or  two  more  teachers  should  be  employed,  as  the  classes  are 
now  too  large,  and  the  attendanse  is  expected  to  increase. 

An  examination  of  the  interior  of  the  buildings  showed  every- 
thing to  be  cleanly,  in  good  order  and  well  directed. 

The  pupils  appeared  tidy,  contented  and  progressive. 

The  appropriations  asked  for  this  institution  seem  necessary. 

We  understand  that  an  arrangement  can  be  made  for  an  extra 
supply  of  good  water  for  laundry  and  fire  purposes,  that  would  al- 
ways be  available,  at  a  cost  of  not  over  fifty-five  hundred  dollars. 

We  do  not  consider  the  present  means  of  protection  against  fire 
as  being  sufficient,  and  therefore  recommend  that  an  appropriation 
for  this  purpose  be  made,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  and 
judgment  of  the  Board  of  Supervision. 

STATE    HOSPITAL. 

The  same  good  order  and  cleanliness  prevails  here  as  at  the 
Northern  Hospital,  so  far  as  the  condition  of  the  building  will  per- 
mit. The  bath  rooms  and  closets,  from  improper  construction  and 
long  use,  are  in  bad  order  and  in  the  south  wing  are  a  nuisance. 
They  should  be  rebuilt  as  soon  as  possible.  The  walls  are  in  an 
unsafe  condition,  having  cracked  and  sprung  outward  several  inches. 

The  closets  and  bath  room  in  the  north  wing  are  also  in  bad  con- 
dition and  should  be  rebuilt,  but  may  possibly  serve  their  purpose 
for  another  year. 

The  rebuilding  of  these  rooms  seems  to  be  an  imperative  neces- 
sity for  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution,  and  will  at  the 
same  time  increase  its  capacity. 

Although  a  number  of  chronic  insane  have  been  discharged  from 
this  institution  and  returned  to  counties,  yet  the  average  population 
does  not  decrease. 

The  business  management  of  the  hospital  has  been  reduced  to  a 
nearly  perfect  system. 

The  information  gained  from  the  superintendent  and  physicians 
in  charge  was  to  the  effect  tihat  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  pa- 
4— S.J. 
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tients  was  all  that  could  be  desired,  with  the  exception  of  condition 
of  building  heretofore  noted. 

The  number  of  officers  and  employes  have  been  reduced  about 
thirty,  and  the  pay  roll  correspondingly  lessened,  as  will  be  seen  by 
reference  to  the  abstract  attached. 

We  recommend  allowance  of  appropriation  asked  for  by  Board 
of  Supervision. 
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CONCLUSION. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  under  the  law  of  1881,  the  efficiency 
of  the  management  of  the  several  state  institutions  named  have  in 
MO  wise  retrograded  either  as  to  discipline,  care  or  comfort. 

The  reports  of  the  business  management  of  these  institutions  on 
file  with  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Supervision  show  a  large 
saving  to  the  state. 

^We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  further  saving  can  be  made  with- 
out detriment  to  the  management  of  the  institutions  named;  and 
for  the  accomplishment  of  this  end,  recommend  that  the  State 
Board  of  Supervision  shall  be  constituted  of  three  members  in- 
stead of  five. 

Since  our  visit  to  the  Industrial  School  for  Boys  at  Waukesha, 
we  have  been  informed  that  the  system  of  allowing  percentage  on 
Bfoiits  to  employes  has  been  discontinued.

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that,  in  accordance  with  chapters 
298  and  307  of  the  laws  of  1881,  his  excellency  William  E.  Smith, 
the  governor,  did,  on  the  2d  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1881,  appoint,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  your  honorable  body,  at  its  next  session

To  the  honorable^  the  legislature: 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  communication  of  the 
Hon.  Wm.  E.  Smith,  showing  the  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  execu- 
tive department  to  obtain  from  the  general  government  additional 
swamp  lands,  and  the  action  of  the  tjnited  States  authorities  in  re- 
lation to  the  direct  tax  due  from  the  state  of  Wisconsin. 

I  also  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  of  the  first  comp- 
troller, dated  December  31,  1881,  refusing  to  allow  the  deduction 
of  fifteen  per  cent,  spoken  of  in  the  communication  of  Mr.  Smith. 

This  account,  as  stated  by  the  treasury  department,  stands  as 
follows: 

The  amount  due  the  United  States  for  direct  tax,  levied  by  act 
of  congress  August  5,  1861,  is  $207,685.16. 

The  amount  due  the  state  from  the  United  States  and  withheld 
by  them  to  offset  the  amount  due  them  for  direct  tax  is  $144,884.45. 
Of  this  amount  withheld  $3,244.77  is  for  five  per  centum  of  the  net 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  public  lands  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1880,  and  which  is  set  apart  by  section  2,  article  X  of  the 
constitution,  as  a  separate  fund  to  be  called  the  "  school  fund;"  and 
the  amount  of  $141,639.68  is  due  the  state  for  indemnity  for  swamp 
lands  sold  by  the  United  States;  and  by  the  acts  of  congress  mak- 
ing these  grants  and  the  laws  of  this  state  in  relation  thereto,  fifty 
per  centum  of  this  amount  belongs  to  the  ''  normal  school  fund  " 
and  fifty  per  centum  belongs  to  the  "  drainage  fund." 
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I  would  recommend  that  such  provision  as  in  your  judgment 
seems  wise,  be  made  for  the  settlement  of  this  matter  with  the 
general  government,  and  that  the  several  funds  be  reimbursed  the 
amounts  belonging  thereto.

To  the  honor ahle^  the  legislature: 

In  my  last  annual  message  the  following  paragraph  appears: 

'^  Progress  has  been  made  in  the  adjustment  of  the  claims  of  the 
state  for  additional  swamp  lands,  and  I  confidently  expect  to  receive 
during  the  year  very  considerable  accessions  to  our  list  of  lands." 

The  work  of  adjustment  has  been  vigorously  prosecuted  through- 
out the  year,  with  most  satisfactory  results. 

A  careful  revision  of  former  selections  of  swamp  lands  showed 
the  state  entitled  to  523,606  acres  more  than  had  been  received. 

Of  this,  71,520.26  acres  had  been  disposed  of  by  the  United 
States  on  warrant  locations  after  September  28,  1850,  and  prior  to 
March  3,  1857;  120.914.61  acres  had  been  sold  for  cash  within  the 
same  period;  and  215,989.80  acres  were  found  to  be  vacant. 

Of  these  vacant  lands,  I  have  received  patents  for  167,210.17 
acres,  leaving  a  balance  of  48,779.63  acres,  against  which  adverse 
claims  were  found  to  exist,  which  will  be  adjusted  hereafter;  nearly 
if  not  all  of  these  lands  will  be  conveyed  to  the  state. 

For  the  lands  disposed  of  by  the  United  States  on  militarv  bounty 
land  warrants  prior  to  March  3,  1857,  I  have  received  authority  to 
select  other  government  lands  as  indemnity,  and  for  the  lands  sold 
for  cash  prior  to  same  date,  I  have  received  notice  that  the  account 
has  been  allowed,  amounting  in  all  to  $141,639.68.

In  making  the  revision,  it  was  found  that  the  United  States  had 
sold  since  March  3,  1857,  435,081.33  acres  of  laud  now  determined 
to  be  swamp,  and  also  that  of  the  lands  previously  patented  to  the 
stai.e  as  swamp,  319,900  acres  were  not  of  that  character;  deduct- 
ing this  latter  from  the  former,  there  remains  a  diiference  in  favor  of 
the  state  of  115,181.33  acres. 

There  is  no  existing  law  under  which  the  state  can  be  indemnified 
for  this  last  stated  item,  but  its  claim  being  established  and  con- 
ceded by  the  commissioner  of  the  general  land  office  and  the  secre- 
tary of  the  interior,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  obtaining  the  con- 
gressional legislation  necessary  to  provide  for  proper  indemnifica- 
tion. 

A  legislative  memorial  to  congress  requesting  such  legislation 
would  aid  materially  in  the  accomplishment  of  such  result. 

Lists  of  lands  amounting  to  48,779.63  acres,  which  were  shown 
by  the  reselections  to  be  swamp,  but  which  were  omitted  from  the 
patents  and  indemnity  lists  received,  have  been  made  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  commissioner  of  the  general  land  office. 

The  commissioner  states  that  all  the  available  force  at  his  dis- 
posal has  been  employed  in  adjusting  the  claims  for  swamp  land 
indemnity,  and  patenting  those  tracts  selected  as  swamp  lands 
against  which  there  are  no  adverse  claims.  This  being  completed, 
the  conflicts  and  discrepancies  will  have  attention. 

In  accounting  for  the  discrepancies,  he  stated  that  a  number  of 
the  tracts  have  been  entered  under  the  homestead  act,  a  few  have 
been  located  with  military  bounty  land  warrants,  and  several  have 
been  withdrawn  by  the  president's  proclamation  of  April  5,  1881, 
withdrawing  certain  public  lands  from  market  for  reservoir  pur- 
poses in  the  northwestern  portion  of  the  state,  but  that  the  larger 
portion  of  them  are  within  the  indemnity  limits  of  railroad  land 
grants.  The  state  will  receive  all  these  lands,  or  indemnity  there- 
for, with  the  possible  exception  of  those  entered  under  the  home- 
stead act. 

Authority  having  been  received  to  select  government  lands  in 
lieu  of  those  sold  prior  to  March  3,  1857,  such  selections  may  be 
made  by  an  examination  of  the  field  notes  and  plats,  or  by  an  agent 
who  shall  personally  examine  the  lands. 

In  selecting,  in  1878  and  1879,  some  37,000  acres,  to  which  the 
state  was  entitled  by  reason  of  fractional  towns  containing  frac- 
tional sixteenth  sections,  or,  as  in  some  cases,  containing  no  six- 
teenth section,  I  adopted  the  former  method,  with  very  satisfactory 
results,  at  an  expense  only  of  $185.87. 

If  the  present  policy  of  selling  school  and  swamp  lands  at  $1.25 
per  acre  be  continued,  the  expenditure,  incident  to  a  selection  by 
personal  examination,  would  not  be  expedient;  but  if  it  should  be 
deemed  advisable  to  have  the  lands  appraised  and  sold  at  their 
value,  it  probably  would  be. 

The  right  of  the  state  to  school  and  swamp  lands  in  Indian  reser- 
vations, for  many  years  denied  at  the  department  of  the  interior, 
is  now  admitted,  but  the  difficulties  which  might  arise  from  permit- 
ting the  sale  and  occupancy  of  these  lands  are  considered  to  be  so 
great  that  a  formal  approval  of  them  is  withheld. 
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When  Wisconsin's  claim  to  these  lands  was  presented  and  urged 
m  1879,  the  secretary  of  the  interior  and  the  commissioner  of 
Indian  affairs  proposed  to  seek  legislation  from  congress  authoriz- 
ing the  selection  of  lands  without  the  reservations  in  lieu  of  those 
within  them,  and  addressed  a  communication  to  congress  on  the 
subject.  A  bill  for  this  purpose  was  introduced  in  the  house,  but 
failed  to  become  a  law,  although  favorably  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee on  public  lands,  to  whom  it  was  referred.  If  it  should  be- 
come a  law,  it  would  not  be  binding  upon  the  state  without  the 
consent  of  the  legislature.  As  it  has  not  been  entirely  clear  to 
my  mind  that  this  arrangement  would  be  beneficial  to  the  state,  I 
have  not  urged  the  early  attention  of  congress  to  this  measure. 
If  in  the  judgment  of  the  legislature  the  proposed  adjustment  be 
desirable,  an  expression  to  that  effect  would  secure  the  early  and 
favorable  action  of  congress.  In  my  opinion  the  advisability  of  the 
measure  depends  upon  whether  these  reservations  are  to  be  con- 
tinued or  abandoned  in  the  near  future;  if  the  latter,  the  proba- 
bility is  that  the  school  sections  and  swamp  lands  are  more  valuable 
than  could  be  selected  elsewhere.  Within  the  Indian  reservations 
there  are  5,653.94  acres  of  school  lands,  and  about  55,000  acres  of 
swamp  lands.

The  money  appropriated  to  pay  the  state  for  lands  sold  by  the 
United  States  prior  to  March  3,  1857,  is  for  the  present  withheld 
by  the  treasury  department  on  account  of  an  unpaid  balance  due 
from  the  state  on  the  direct  tax  levied  in  the  first  year  of  the  civil 
war.  By  act  of  congress  approved  August  5,  1861,  a  direct  tax  of 
$20,000,000  was  laid  upon  the  United  States,  of  which  amount  the 
proportion  for  Wisconsin  was  $519,688.67. 

My  attention  was  first  called  by  the  treasury  department  at 
Washington  to  the  fact  that  this  tax  had  not  been  settled,  by  a 
letter  in  reply  to  the  usual  annual  application  for  the  five  per  cent, 
of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  public  lands  within  the  limits 
of  the  state,  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1880. 

(These  accounts  are  not  made  out  at  the  laud  department  and 
stated  to  the  treasury  department  for  a  year  or  more  after  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year.) 
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In  this  letter  the  first  comptroller  of  the  treasury  says:  "  Under 
a  recent  ruling  of  the  department,  all  sums  found  due  to  the  states 
indebted  to  the  government  on  account  of  direc  t  tax  should  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  such  indebtedness.  The  amount  has 
therefore  been  directed  to  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  state  on 
account  of  the  direct  tax." 

A  statement  of  the  account  since  received  shows  the  balance  due 
to  the  United  States  to  be  $207,685.16. 

I  immediately  addressed  a  letter  to  the  comptroller,  protesting 
against  the  right  of  any  administrative  department  of  the  govern- 
ment to  thus  annul  a  law  of  congress  and  divert  a  special  appro- 
priation from  the  specific  purpose  for  which  it  was  appropriated,  at 
the  same  time  stating  that  whatever  was  found  to  be  due  from  Wis- 
consin would  be  paid,  and  that  the  legislature,  at  its  first  session, 
would  make  provision  therefor.  A  copy  of  this  letter  marked 
*'  Appendix  A,"  with  the  reply  of  the  comptroller  thereto,  is  here- 
with submitted.  The  statement  of  the  account,  the  annual  report 
of  the  comptroller,  and  the  copy  of  the  letter  of  the  commissioner 
of  internal  revenue,  relative  to  the  United  States  direct  taxes  in 
the  different  states,  to  which  reference  is  made  in  the  reply  of  the 
comptroller,  will  be  found  in  the  executive  office. 

The  act  of  congress  levying  the  direct  tax  provided  that  the 
states  should  be  entitled  to  a  deduction  of  fifteen  per  cent,  on  such 
part  of  the  tax  as  should  be  paid  in  accordance  with  certain  re- 
quirements. In  the  statement  of  the  account  rendered  by  the 
comptroller,  this  fifteen  per  cent,  has  not  been  allowed  on  a  credit 
of  $10,347.53.

From  the  report  of  commissioner  of  internal  revenue,  it  appears 
that  the  amount  assessed  upon  all  the  other  states  which  adhered 
to  the  Union  has  been  fully  paid,  with  the  exception  of  small 
amounts  from  some  of  the  small  western  states,  and  that  nearly 
one- half  the  amount  assessed  upon  the  eleven  insurrectionary  states 
has  been  collected. 

Wisconsin  has  never  failed  to  fulfill  its  obligations  to  the  gov- 
ernment in  peace  or  in  war,  and  it  seems  that  the  neglect  to  pay 
the  balance  due  on  account  of  the  direct  tax  was  for  the  reason  that 
the  state  had  a  counter-claim  for  a  part  of  the  amount  for  money 
expended  in  raising  and  equipping  troops.  The  goverment  has 
allowed  all  the  claim  made  by  the  state  on  this  account,  except 
about  $90,000,  which  was  disallowed,  on  the  ground  that  the  army 
regulations  did  not  authorize  certain  expenditures  charged  therein* 
From  the  fact  of  this  disagreement,  the  account  has  been  allowed 
tp  remain  unsettled.  Now  that  the  attention  of  the  state  has  been 
called  to  this  delinquency,  immediate,  provision  will  doubtless  be 
made  for  the  settlement  of  the  account. 
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In  the  prosecution  of  this  work  I  have,  "at  all  times,  had  the  cor- 
dial and  efficient  co  operation  of  the  land  commissioners  and  of  the 
clerks  in  the  land  department.  This  has  required  from  some  of 
them  much  extra  labor,  and  it  is  due  to  them  to  say  that  it  has  been 
most  cheerfully  rendered. 

It  has  proved  to  be  an  undertaking  of  far  irreater  magnitude  than 
was  anticipated,  involving  as  it  did  a  revision  of  all  swamp  land  se- 
lections in  the  state.  This  required  the  careful  reading  of  the  field 
notes  of  survey  and  an  examination  of  the  plats  in  regard  to  each 
forty- acre  tract. 

It  being  understood  that  the  revision  should  be  a  final  adjust- 
ment of  the  claim  of  the  state,  Mr.  C.  M.  Foresman,  one  of  the  most 
experienced  clerks  in  the  land  office,  was  sent  to  Washington  to 
represent  the  state,  and  I  take  great  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony 
to  the  zeal,  intelligence  and  fidelity  with  which  he  performed  this 
service.  I  desire  also  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  courtesy  and 
kindness  of  Dr.  Crissey,  chief  clerk  of  the  swamp  land  bureau  of 
the  general  land  office  at  Washington,  and  the  efficient  clerks  in 
his  department.

First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury^  Washington^  D,  C: 

Sir  —  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication of  the  17th  ult.,  stating  the  recent  ruling  of  the  treas- 
ury department,  whereby  the  amount,  $3,244.77,  found  due  to  the 
state  of  Wisconsin  as  live  per  cent,  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  public  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  state  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1880,  has  been  credited  on  account  of  the  $207,- 
685.1(3  due  from  this  state  on  account  of  the  direct  tax. 

In  answer  thereto,  I  respectfully  protest  against  said  ruliog,  and 
submit  the  following  succinct  statement  of  the  legislation  now  in 
force,  and  of  the  facts  relating  to  the  disposition  of  the  five  per 
cent,  fund  arising  from  the  sales  of  public  lands  in  this  state: 

By  section  7  of  an  act  of  congress  approved  August  G,  1846,  and 
entitled  "  an  act  to  enable  the  people  of  Wisconsin  territory  to 
form  a  constitution  and  state  government,  and  for  the  admission  of 
such  state  into  the  union,'*  it  appears  that  five  propositions  were 
submitted  to  the  convention  which  should  assemble  for  the  purpose 
of  forming  a  constitution  for  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  for  acceptance 
or  rejection,  and,  if  accepted  by  said  convention  and  ratified  by  an 
article  in  said  constitution,  they  should  be  obligatory  on  the  United 
States. 

The  fifth  proposition  is  as  follows:  "  That  fi\e  per  cent,  of  the 
net  proceeds  of  sales  of  all  public  lands  lying  within   said  state. 
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which  have  been  or  shall  be  sold  by  coogress,  from  and  after  the 
admission  of  said  state  into  the  union,  after  deducting  all  the  ex- 
penses incident  to  the  same,  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  state  for  the 
purpose  of  making  public  roads  and  canals  in  the  same,  as  the 
legislature  shall  direct,"  etc. 

A  constitutional  convention  for  Wisconsin  met  at  Madison,  and 
on  February  1,  184S,  adopted  a  constitution,  which  was  subse- 
quently ratified  by  the  people. 

To  this  constitution  several  resolutions  were  added.  The  fourth 
resolution  is  as  follows: 

Hesolved^  That  congress  be  requested,  upon  the  application  of 
"Wisconsin  for  admission  into  the  union,  to  pass  an  act  whereby 
"^  "^  "^  (and  also)  the  five  per  cent,  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the 
public  lands  lying  within  the  stale,  to  which  it  shall  become  enti- 
tled on  its  admission  into  the  union,  by  the  provisions  of  an  act  of 
congress  entitled  "  an  act  to  enable  the  people  of  Wisconsin  ter- 
ritory to  form  a  constitution  and  state  government,  and  for  the 
admission  of  such  state  into  the  union,"  approved  August  6,  1846, 
shall  be  granted  to  the  state  of  Wisconsin  for  the  use  of  schools, 
instead  of  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  act  of  congress  re- 
spectively. 

Congress,  by  an  act  entitled  "  an  act  for  the  admission  of  the 
state  of  Wisconsin  into  the  union,"  approved  May  29,  1848,  in 
section  two  thereof,  provided: 

That  the  assent  of  congress  is  hereby  given  to  the  first,  second, 
fourth  and  fifth  resolutions  adopted  by  said  convention  and  ap- 
pended to  said  constitution:  and  the  acts  of  congress  referred  to 
in  said  resolutions  are  hereby  amended  so  that  *  "^^  ^  and  the 
^YQ  per  cent,  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  therein  men- 
tioned shall  be  held  and  disposed  of  by  said  state  in  the  manner 
and  for  the  purposes  recommended  by  said  convention.     *     *     '^^ 

And  provided  further:  That  the  liabilities  incurred  by  the  terri- 
torial government  of  Wisconsin  under  an  act  entitled  "  an  act  to 
grant  a  quantity  of  land  to  the  territory  of  Wisconsin  for  the  pur- 
pose of  aiding  in  opening  a  canal  to  connect  the  waters  of  Lake 
Michigan  with  those  of  Hock  river,"  hereinbefore  referred  to,  shall 
be  paid  and  discharged  by  the  state  of  Wisconsin. 

Subsequently  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  congress 
July  1,  1864,  a  settlement  was  effected  between  the  general  gov- 
ernment and  the  state  of  Wisconsin  on  account  of  the  Milwaukee 
and  Rock  river  canal  lands  which  had  been  granted  to  the  terri- 
tory, and  the  United  States  withheld  from  the  state  out  of  the  five 
per  cent,  fund  $101,262.33.  There  is  undoubtedly  a  full  record  of 
this  adjustment  and  settlement  preserved  in  the  department  of  the 
interior,  to  which  reference  is  invited. 

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  appears  that  congress  first  pro- 
posed to  give  to  the  state  the  five  per  cent,  on  the  sales  of  public 
lands  therein  for  the  purpose  of  making  public  roads  and  canals  in 
the  state  as  the  legislature  should  direct.  When  the  convention 
met,  it  preferred  to  put  this  into  the  school  fund,  and  congress  con- 
sented, provided   the  state  would  indemnify  the  general  govern- 
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ment  against  any  claim  of  Wisconsin  territory  arising  out  of  the 
lands  granted  to  build  the  Rock  river  canal,  and  adjusted  such 
claim  by  a  settlement  in  effect  paying  $101,262.33,  since  which 
time  the  general  government  has  uniformly  paid  over  said  fund  to 
the  state. 

The  act  of  congress  authorized  such  payments  to  be  made  and 
said  laws  are  still  in  force;  this  state  is  a  party  in  interest,  and'this 
fund  must  so  continue  to  be  paid  until  other  laws  are  made  direct- 
ing its  payment  in  another  direction  for  other  purposes. 

The  whole  fund  is  appropriated,  and  the  only  claim  that  existed 
against  the  state  on  account  of  it  has  beeft  fully  settled  and  dis- 
charged. It  belongs  to  the  school  fund  of  the  state  by  the  positive 
consent  of  all  parties  in  interest,  and  neither  party  has  expressed  a 
different  intent  or  purpose,  and  I  respectfully  challenge  the  right 
of  any  administrative  department  of  the  general  government  to 
withhold  this  fund  because  it  is  claimed  that  the  state  is  indebted 
to  the  United  States  on  some  other  account  or  relation. 

To  do  this  would  be  in  effect  to  nullify  an  act  of  congress  and 
apply  a  fund  without  authority  of  law,  destroy  a  specific  appropria- 
tion and  make  another  one  —  a  dangerous  practice. 
|»r  The  true  policy  evidently  is  to  confine  specific  appropriations  to 
the  particular  purposes  for  which  they  were  made  —  a  policy  as 
sound  in  theory  as  it  has  been  wholesome  in  practice.  (See  opinion 
of  attorney  general,  volume  5,  91.) 

If  the  state  is  actually  indebted  to  the  general  government  on 
account  of  a  direct  tax  levied  for  war  purposes,  it  ought  to  pay 
such  debt,  and  will.  I  do  not  understand  that  the  state  has  refused 
any  balance  of  the  said  debt  which  may  remain  unpaid,  but  it  is 
awaiting  a  final  decision  pf  its  claim  for  equipping  troops,  etc.,  to 
reduce  such  debt  or  tax.  If  other  states  pay  this  debt,  Wisconsin 
will  promptly  do  so,  but  it  protests  against  a  diversion  of  its  school 
fund.

The  state  of  Wisconsin  having  been  charged  upon  a  balance 
duly  certified  by  R.  W.  Taylor,  formerly  first  comptroller,  I  have 
no  authority  under  the  law  to  pay  the  claim  now  made  by  the  state 
of  Wisconsin.  The  decision  in  the  Kansas  case  presents  the 
ground  upon  which  the  state  of  Wisconsin  has  been  credited 
with  the  amount  appropriated  in  payment  of  the  claim  of  the  state 
for  ^ve  per  cent,  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  public  lands% 
There  are  some  elements  in  the  Kansas  which  do  not  exist  in  that 
of  the  claim  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  but  these  do  not  change 
the  result. 

T  have  the  honor,  also,  to  inclose  a  copy  of  the  letter  of  the 
commissioner  of  internal  rev^enue  to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury, 
relative  to  United  States  direct  taxes  in  the  different  states  and 
territories,  under  date  of  May  3,  1880.

Whereas,  The  senate  has  heard  with  pain  and  grief,  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  death  of  Hon.  Henry  D.  Barron,  judge  of  the 
eleventh  judicial  circuit;  and. 

Whereas,  The  career  of  Judge  Barron  has  been  a  long  and  use- 
ful one  in  Wisconsin,  dating,  indeed,  from  almost  the  commence- 
ment of  the  state  government,  during  which  he  has  so  often 
occupied  seats  in  both  the  assembly  and  senate,  tilling  their  highest 
positions,  as  well  as  many  other  places  of  public  trust,  as  to  have 
given  him  a  wide  reputation,  both  state  and  national,  in  all  of  which 
he  developed  abilities  of  the  highest  order,  the  fruit  of  ripe  study 
and  cultivation;  a  zeal  for  the  public  interests  that  knew  no  pause; 
an  honest  purpose,  devoted  patriotism  and  integrity  above  reproach; 
a  career,  both  public  and  private,  eminently  honorable  and  upright, 
to  a  deep  sens.e  of  which  no  tribute  of  ours  could  enlarge  or  in- 
tensify in  the  affection  and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  the  senate  in  common  with  the  stale  at  large 
deeply  deplore  the  loss  of  a  citizen  and  official  so  eminent  and 
worthy,  and  tender  to  the  members  ot  his  family  the  full  measure 
of  a  sincere  sympathy  in  this  hour  of  deep  bereavement. 

Mesolved^  That  the  chief  clerk  of  this  body  be  requested  to 
transmit  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  preamble  and  resolutions  to  the 
stricken  wife  of  our  deceased  friend  and  loved  associate.

Senator  Burrows  spoke  as  follows: 

Upon  the  death  of  one  so  long,  so  widely  and  so  favorably 
known  to  the  state  as  Judge  Henry  D.  Barron,  it  seems  but  proper 
to  render  a  public  tribute  to  his  merits  here,  even  if  it  shall  seem 
to  trespass  on  the  customs  of  this  body. 

Deceased  was  born  in  Wilton,  Saratoga  county,  N.  Y.,  on  the 
10th  of  April,  1833,  and  after  a  preparatory  education  chose  law  as 
a  profession,  in  which  he  graduated  with  high  honors.  He  located 
in  Waukesha,  Wisconsin,  in  1851,  and  for  a  short  season  became 
an  editor  of  a  local  paper;  holding  among  other  positions  that  of 
postmaster.  In  1857  he  removed  to  Pepin  county,  and  was  ap- 
pointed judge  of  the  eighth  judicial  circuit  in  1860.  Subsequently 
he  removed  to  the  Falls  of  St.  Croix,  where  he  resided  at  the  close 
of  his  life.  He  was  unanimously  elected  to  the  assembly  from  the 
northwest  district  in  1862,  re-elected  in  1863  and  again  in  1865, 
1866,  1867,  1868,  1871  and  1872,  and  was  chosen  speaker  of  the 
assembly  at  the  sessions  of  1866  and  1873.  He  was  chosen  one  of 
the  electors  at  large  in  1868,  and  was  president  of  the  electoral 
college  of  that  year.  He  was  elected  a  regent  of  the  university  in 
1863,  and  held  the  position  for  many  years. 

In  1869  he  was  nominated  by  the  president  as  chief  justice  of 
Dakota  Territory,  but  declined  the  position;  was  appointed  fifth 
auditor  of  the  U.  S.  treasury  in  1869,  but  resigned  in  1872  to  take 
feis  seat  in  the  assembly.     He  was  elected  to  the  state  senate  in 
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1873,  re-elected  in  1875,  at  which  session  he  was  chosen  its  presi- 
dent pro  tern.  Soon  after  he  was  elected  judge  of  the  eleventh 
circuit,  a  position  he  held  until  his  decease. 

This  is  but  a  brief  summary  of  the  honorable  positions  held  by 
Judge  Barron,  but  their  enumeration  will  sufficiently  indicate  his 
career  in  the  public  service.  It  was,  as  all  will  agree,  long,  useful 
and  eminently  worthy.  His  whole  career  was  one  of  honor  and 
usefulness.  He  was  a  kind  and  courteous  gentleman,  a  true  friend, 
a  loving  husband,  and  discharged  ail  the  duties  of  life  with  con- 
scientious fidelity. 

To  say  that  he  had  faults  is  but  to  say  he  was  human,  but  balanced 
in  the  scale  against  conspicuous  merits,  they  seem  as  dross. 

With  a  mind  enriched  by  highest  culture  in  most  branches  of 
learning,  he  had  an  aptness  of  application  possessed  by  but  few. 
Courteous  and  gentle  in  address,  large  hearted,  sympathetic  and 
kindly,  he  attracted  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact;  and  as  "  like 
induces  like,"  if  he  had  at  times  rivals  and  opponents,  it  is  doubt- 
ful if  he  ever  had  or  left  a  personal  enemy. 

This  able,  genial  and  open-hearted  man  has  now  passed  from 
earth,  after  making  a  durable  mark  in   the  history  of  the  state. 

All  that  remains  for  us  to  do  is  to  pay  to  his  memory  the  due 
tribute  of  sympathy  and  apporbation.  In  this  I  know  all  will  join, 
with  a  feeling  of  heartfelt  regret  at  so  great  a  loss  to  both  the  state 
and  society  at  large.

COMMUNICATIONS  TO  THE  LEGISLATURE. 

Oefice  of  the  Attorney  General, 

Madison,  January  24,  1882. 

To  the  honorable^  the  senate  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin: 

I  had  the  honor  last  evening  to  receive,  by  the  hand  of  the  clerk 
of  your  honorable  body,  joint  resolution  No.  8,  S.  You  ask  therein 
for  my  opinion  in  writing,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  upon  the  fol- 
lowing questions: 

First.  Whether  the  said  amendments  were  legally  submitted  to 
the  people,  and  have  or  will  become  a  part  of  the  constitution  of 
the  state,  by  virtue  of  the  result  of  the  election  of  November,  1881, 
or  otherwise? 

Second.  If  the  constitution  has  been  so  amended,  then  what  is 
the  salary  or  sum  each  member  of  the  present  legislature  can  le- 
gally receive  for  his  services  for  the  present  session;  if  the  amend- 
ment to  section  21,  article  4  is  not  now  in  force,  when  will  it 
become  operative  as  to  the  salary  of  the  members  of  the  legislature? 

Third.  When  will  the  biennial  sessions  commence?  If  the 
amendments  are  adopted,  is  not  this  the  biennial  session,  and  the 
next  general  session  should  occur  in  1884? 

The  amendments  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  questions  are  des- 
ignated in  the  resolution  itself  as  the  amendments  to  sections  4,  5, 
6— S.J. 
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11  and  21  of  article  4  of  the  state  constitution,  agreed  to  by  the 
legislatures  of  1880  and  1881,  and  submitted  to  and  voted  upon  by 
the  people  at  the  general  election  of  the  year  188  L. 

I  hereby  submit  to  your  honorable  body  my  opinion,  in  writing, 
with  the  reasons  therefor,  upon  the  questions  propounded  in  the 
resolution.  Article  12  of  the  constitution  provides  that  amend- 
ments may  be  made  to  it,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  shall  be 
made.     It  is  as  follows: 

"  Section  1.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  constitu- 
tion may  be  proposed  in  either  house  of  the  legislature,  and  if  the 
same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to 
each  of  the  two  houses,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments 
shall  be  entered  on  their  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken 
thereon,  and  referred  to  the  legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  next 
general  election;  and  shall  be  published  for  three  months  previous 
to  the  time  of  holding  such  election;  and  if  in  the  legislature  so 
next  chosen,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be 
agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house, 
then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  submit  such  proposed 
amendment  or  amendments  to  the  people,  in  such  manner  and  at 
such  time  as  the  legislature  shall  prescribe;  and  if  the  people  shall 
approve  and  ratify  such  amendment  or  amendments  by  a  majority 
of  the  electors  voting  thereon,  such  amendment  or  amendments 
shall  become  a  part  of  the  constitution;  provided,  that  if  more  than 
one  amendment  be  submitted,  they  shall  be  submitted  in  such  man- 
ner that  the  people  may  vote  for  or  against  such  amendments 
separately." 

Section  2  provides  for  calling  constitutional  conventions.  If  the 
provisions  of  section  1  above  cited  were  complied  with  in  the  sub- 
mission of  this  amendment  to  the  people,  it  was  properly  submitted 
and  has  become  a  part  of  the  constitution,  and  is  either  now  in  force 
or  to  take  effect  at  some  future  day.  The  amendment  was  agreed 
to  by  a  majority  of  each  branch  of  the  legislature  of  1880  as  well 
as  that  of  1881,  and  the  vote  thereon  was  recorded  in  the  journal 
of  each  house  for  each  year.  Then  the  only  question  is,  was  the 
clause  of  section  1,  "  provided,  that  if  more  than  one  amendment 
be  submitted,  they  shall  be  submitted  in  such  manner  that  the 
people  may  vote  for  or  against  such  amendments  separately,"  com- 
plied with? 

From  an  examination  of  the  journals  of  the  two  houses  for  the 
years  1880  and  1881,  and  the  law  submitting  this  amendment  to 
the  people,  I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  submitted  as 
a  single  proposition  and  as  but  one  amendment,  and  that  under  its 
submission,  as  made,  all  votes  must  have  been  cast  for  it  as  one 
entire  proposition,  or  against  it  as  such  proposition.  I  also  learn 
that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  this  is  the  manner  in  which  it  was  voted 
upon. 

Then  the  question  is,  "Does  it  embrace  more  than  a  single 
amendment?" 

It  is  an  amendment  of  sections  4,  5, 11  and  21  of  article  4  of  the 
constitution.     The  title  to  this  article  is  "  Legislative." 
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The  provisions  of  this  article  all  pertain  to  the  legislative  branch 
of  the  government.  It  provides  for  the  election,  terms  of  office 
and  salary  of  the  members  of  the  body,  as  well  as  fixes  the  time 
and  place  at,  and  in  which  its  sessions  shall  be  held,  and  limits  and 
defines  its  powers. 

Heretofore,  as  prescribed  by  this  article,  the  members  of  the  as- 
sembly have  been  chosen  every  year  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and 
the  senators  in  either  the  even  or  odd  numbered  districts  every 
year  for  the  term  of  two  years;  and  from  the  year  1867  their  salary 
has  been  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum.  The  time  of 
meeting  has  been  once  in  each  year,  or  yearly  sessions.  Provisions 
for  all  this  are  found  in  article  4,  as  it  stood  before  the  question  of 
the  latest  amendment  thereto  was  submitted  to  the  people. 

It  is  true  that  the  provision  for  the  election  and  term  of  office  of 
the  members,  and  that  for  the  term  of  office  and  election  of  sena- 
tors, and  that  fixing  the  time  for  holding  sessions,  and  that  fixing 
the  salaries  of  the  members  and  senators,  are  found  arranged  in 
difi*erent  sections  of  the  article;  but  no  good  reason  can  be  as- 
signed why  all  of  these  provisions  might  not  be  combined  in  a 
single  section.  The  idea  of  a  legislature  has  associated  with  it, 
and  as  inseparable  from  it,  the  idea  of  members,  senators,  elec- 
tions, terms  of  office,  salaries  and  sessions. 

In  fact,  these  things  are  so  closely  allied  to  each  other  that  it  is 
a  fair  presumption  to  make  that  an  existing  provision  of  the  con- 
stitution or  enactment  of  statute  pertaining  to  the  one,  harmonizes 
with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  or  enactment  of  the  statute 
pertaining  to  the  other,  and  that  an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
or  to  the  statute  in  reference  to  one  naturally  suggests  and  neces- 
sarily leads  to  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  or  the  statute  in 
reference  to  the  others.  This  can  be  especially  presumed  in  case 
of  an  amendment  as  to  a  term  of  office,  and  as  to  the  service  and 
duties  to  be  performed  by  an  officer  and  his  compensation. 

An  amendment  to  constitution  or  statute  changing  the  term  of 
office  of  an  officer  from  one  year  to  two,  or  from  two  years  to  four, 
or  an  amendment  to  constitution  or  statute  requiring  an  officer  to 
perform  in  one  year  the  same  services  that  the  law  theretofore  had 
given  him  two  years'  salary  to  perform  in  two  years,  would  neces- 
sarily suggest  and  demand  an  amendment  as  to  the  salary  as  a  part 
of  the  amendment  pertaining  to  the  time  of  office  and  the  duties 
to  be  performed  by  the  officer. 

The  central  idea  in  the  amendment  agreed  to  by  the  legislatures 
of  1880  and  1881,  and  voted  upon  by  the  people  at  the  last  general 
election,  is  biennial  sessions. 

To  harmonize  existing  constitutional  provisions  with  this  idea, 
some  change  in  them  was  necessary.  The  time  of  election  of  sena- 
tors and  members,  and  their  term  of  office,  prescribed  by  a  consti- 
tution which  provided  only  for  annual  sessions  of  the  legislature, 
did  not  answer  the  requirements  of  a  constitution  which  alone  au- 
thorized biennial  sessions  of  the  legislature,  and  an  annual  salary 
given  to  a  member  or  senator  for  the  performance  of  the  duties 
devolving  upon  him  incident  to  an  annual  session  of  the  legislature, 
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would  not  in  the  fitness  of  things  suitably  compensate  him  for  the 
performance  of  duties  devolving  upon  him  as  member  or  senator 
incident  to  a  biennial  session  of  the  legislature. 

It  has  been  urged  that  the  amendment  to  section  21  is  especially 
foreign  to  the  idea  of  biennial  sessions,  and  therefore  a  separate 
and  distinct  amendment  to  the  constitution.  It  is  true  that  the 
legislatures  of  1880  and  1881  might  have  agreed  to,  and  the  legis- 
lature of  1881  submitted  to  the  people,  the  amendments  to  sections 
4,  5  and  11  without  agreeing  to  and  submitting  the  amendment  to 
section  21  as  a  part  thereof. 

The  legislature  might  have  said  to  the  people,  "  You  may  pre- 
scribe biennial  sessions  of  the  legislature  composed  of  members  to 
be  elected  once  in  two  years,  whose  terms  of  office  shall  be  two 
years,  and  of  senators  to  be  elected  either  in  the  even  or  odd  num- 
bered districts  once  in  two  years,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be 
foiir  years,"  without  submitting  the  question  of  compensa- 
tion or  salary  at  all.  Because  this  is  so,  it  does  not 
follow  that  the  proposition  as  to  salary,  which  is  submitted,  is  not 
a  part  of  the  amendment,  and  is  a  separate  and  distinct  amend- 
ment by  itself.  The  amendment  to  section  21  might  have  been 
differently  worded. 

'^  The  members  of  the  biennial  legislature  only  shall  receive  the 
compensation  herein  named'"  or  words  to  this  effect,  might  have 
been  embraced  in  the  amendment. 

The  legislature  could  have  agreed  to  and  submitted  it  to  the 
people  with  these  words  added,  as  well  as  it  agreed  to  and  sub- 
mitted it  in  its  present  form.  In  such  form  no  one  could  dispute 
but  that  it  was  a  part  of  the  biennial  proposition,  and  no  one  could 
successfully  maintain  that  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  amendment 
to  section  21  thus  worded  as  a  distinct  proposition  would  entitle  a 
member  of  an  annual  legislature  to  the  salary  therein  named,  or 
that  the  failure  or  refusal  of  the  people  to  adopt  this  amendment 
as  a  part  of  the  biennial  proposition  would  not  defeat 
the  whole  amendment,  for  the  reason  that  the  proposition  submit- 
ted had  not  been  adopted;  the  proposition  submitted  being  bien- 
nial sessions,  with  a  salary  to  members  and  senators  of  five  hundred 
dollars  each,  for  each  regular  session;  and  the  proposition  adopted 
being  biennial  sessions,  without  any  provision  as  to  salary,  except 
that  now  prescribed  by  the  constitution  —  three  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  annum  to  each  member  and  senator,  or  seven  hundred 
dollars  for  each  regular  session.  The  people  cannot  modify,  or 
change  or  amend  the  proposition  submitted  by  the  legislature. 
They  must  adopt  it  as  a  whole  or  reject  it  as  a  whole. 

The  amendment  to  section  21  does  not  say  in  so  many  words  that 
it  shall  apply  only  to  biennial  legislatures.  The  biennial  proposi- 
tion, however,  involved  a  longer  term  of  office  and  provided  for  a 
more  onerous  because  longer  service  on  the  part  of  members  and 
senators  for  one  year  of  the  term,  and  no  service  at  all  except  that 
incident  to  a  special  session  for  the  balance  of  the  term.  It  stands 
to  reason  that  a  biennial  session  would  be  necessarily  longer  than 
an  annual  session  of  the  legislature.     The  proposition  to  provide  a 
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different  compensation  or  salary  for  members  and  senators,  being 
coupled  as  it  is  with  the  proposition  to  lengthen  out  the  period  of 
service,  leads  inevitably  to  the  conclusion  that  such  compensation 
was  intended  to  apply  only  to  the  members  and  senators  of  the 
biennial  legislature. 

Section  21,  as  it  stood  before  the  proposed  amendment  of  1880 
and  1881  was  submitted,  prescribed  a  salary  of  three  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  per  annum.  Had  it  been  intended  that  the  salary  pre- 
scribed in  the  proposed  amendment  should  apply  to  an  annual 
legislature,  it  is  difficult  to  see  why  the  words  "  per  "annum  "  should 
have  been  displaced,  in  the  proposed  amendment,  by  the  words 
"for  each  regular  session."  The  legislature  of  1880  agreed  to  this 
amendment  of  sections  4,  5,  11  and  21  of  article  4,  under  one  res- 
olution, as  a  single  proposition.  The  legislature  of  1881  voted 
upon  and  submitted  it  in  the  same  way.  It  would  seem 
as  though  had  it  been  considered  by  either  of  these 
legislatures  or  any  member  thereof  that  the  amendments  of 
the  different  sections  were  separate  amendments  to  the  constitution, 
it  would  have  been  suggested  and  a  vote  taken  upon  them  sepa- 
rately, or  at  least  called  for  in  that  manner.  An  examination  of 
the  journals  of  the  two  houses  for  these  years,  fails  to  disclose  an 
intimation  that  any  member  or  senator  contemplated  these  amend- 
ments to  the  different  sections  in  any  other  light  than  that  of  but 
one  amendment  to  the  constitution.  Agreed  to  by  each  of  these 
legislatures  as  a  single  proposition  and  submitted  to  the  people  by 
the  legislature  of  1881  only  as  such,  the  people  had  not  the  power 
to  vote  on  or  adopt  it  except  as  one  amendment.  Could  it  be 
said  that  the  qualified  electors  of  the  state  were  empowered  to 
single  out  the  portion  of  the  amendment  designated  as  that  to  sec- 
tion 21,  and  defeat  it,  at  the  same  time  adopting  the  amendments 
to  the  other  sections  named,  it  might  with  equal  force  be  claimed 
that  they  were  empowered  to  adopt  the  proposed  amendments  to 
sections  4  and  5,  which  provide  for  biennial  elections  of  members 
and  senators  for  terms  of  two  and  four  years,  respectively,  and  sec- 
tion 21,  fixing  the  salary  at  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  regular 
session,  and  reject  section  11,  which  provides  for  biennial  sessions, 
and  thereby  leave  the  legislature  with  power  to  hold  sessions  an- 
nually, and  receive  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  such  annual  session. 
Such  a  result  would  destroy  entirely  the  intention  of  the  legisla- 
tures of  1880  and  1881,  which  was  to  provide  for  biennial  sessions. 

The  amendment  to  article  4  of  the  constitution,  agreed  to  by  the 
legislature  of  1870,  and  also  by  that  of  1871,  and  adopted  by  the 
people  at  the  general  election  held  November  7,  1871,  was  formed 
in  two  separate  sections,  and  prohibited  the;legislature  from  enact- 
ing any  special  or  private  laws  on  nine  different  and  distinct  sab- 
jectSj  and  commanded  it  to  provide  general  laws  for  the  transaction 
of  any  business  that  might  be  prohibited,  etc.  It  was  passed  under 
one  resolution  by  the  legislature  of  1870,|agreed  to  under  one  resolu- 
tion by  the  legislature  of  1871,  and  adopted  by  the  people  as  one 
amendment  to  the  constitution  at  the  general  election  in  the  vear 
1871. 
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The  supreme  court,  in  the  case  of  The  Attorney  General  vs.  The 
Railroad  Companies,  35  Wis.,  425,  held  that  this  amendment  was 
legally  adopted,  and  affirmed  that  ruling  in  the  case  of  Kimball  vs. 
The  Town  of  Rosendale,  42  Wis.,  407.  The  ruling  in  these  cases 
above  cited  would  clearly  construe  the  amendment  under  considera- 
tion as  but  one  amendment  to  the  constitution. 

We  think,  for  the  reasons  hereinbefore  stated,  that  the  amend- 
ment to  sections  4,  5,  11  and  21  of  article  4,  comprises  but  one 
-amendment  to  the  constitution,  was  legally  adopted  by  the  qualfied 
electors  of  the  state,  and  became  a  pait  of  the  constitution  at  the 
time  of  its  adoption,  to  take  eflPect  as  hereinafter  stated. 

We  treat  the  other  questions  which  your  honorable  body  pro- 
pounds together,  as  they  both  involve  and  are  determined  by  an 
answer  to  the  question,  "  when  does  the  amendment  take  effect?" 
It  will  be  conceded  that  the  amendment  itself  might  have  specified 
when  it  was  to  take  effect,  and  that  a  provision  contained  in  it  fix- 
ing the  date  at  which  it  was  to  become  of  force,  would  be  conclu- 
sive. 

There  is  no  clause  embraced  in  it  naming  a  date  at  which  it  is  to 
commence  to  operate.  There  are,  however,  provisions  of  it  which 
indicate  very  plainly  the  intention  as  to  the  time  it  is  to  take  effect. 
Section  4  fixes  the  time  for  the  election  of  members  of  the  assem- 
bly biennially,  on  the  Tuesday  succeeding  the  first  Monday  in  No- 
vember, after  the  adoption  of  this  amendment;  and  by  section 
5  the  first  election  of  senators  is  to  take  place  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  members  of  the  assembly  are  required 
to  be  chosen. 

No  such  election  has  yet  taken  place.  Section  11  also  bears 
upon  this  question,  and  reads  as  follows: 

^  "The  legislature  shall  meet  at  the  seat  of  government  at  such 
time  as  shall  be  provided  by  law,  once  in  two  years  and  no  oftener, 
unless  convened  by  the  governor  in  special  session,"  etc. 

This  clause  clearly  empowers  this  legislature  to  fix  the  year  in 
which  the  biennial  sessions  shall  be  held,  and  jiist  as  clearly  deter- 
mines that  this  is  an  annual  legislature.  Were  this  a  biennial  leg- 
islature it  would  be  beyond  its  power  to  provide  for  a  session  of 
the  legislature,  next  year,  for  the  reason  that  it  would  be|the  only 
session  that  could  be  held  for  two  years. 

This  language  is  plainly  to  the  effect  that  the  year  as  well  as  the 
day  of  the  year  is  yet  to  be  fixed  by  law.  For  these  reasons,  we 
think  this  an  annual  legislature,  and  that  the  members  and  senators 
of  the  same  are  entitled  only  to  the  salary  prescribed  by  the  con- 
stitution previous  to  the  adoption  of  the  late  amendment,  and  that 
the  amendment  to  section  21,  article  4,  will  become  operative  as  a 
part  of  the  biennial  amendment,  and  apply  to  the  members  and  sen- 
ators elected  to  the  first  biennial  legislature,  and  that  the  first  ses- 
sion of  that  legislature  mav  be  in  either  of  the  years  1883  or 
1884.  "  ^

EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATIONS. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 
Executive  Department^ 

Madison,  January  30,  1882. 
To  the  honorable^  the  legislature: 

I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  affairs 
during  the  past  four  days,  on  the  line  of   the  Chicago,  Portage  & 
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Superior  Railroad,  at  Superior  Junction  and  Superior  City,  and  to 
give  you  a  history  of  the  action  taken  by  this  department  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

The  first  that  was  known  here  of  any  threatened  disturbance  on 
the  part  of  the  laborers  on  what  is  known  here  as  the  "  Air  Line 
Road,"  was  the  dispatch  received  January  26,  of  which  the  follow- 
ing is  a  copy: 

Superior  Junction,  January  26, 1883. 
Governor  Rush  Madison: 

Tue  men  on  this  end  of  the  Portage  &  Superior  road  are  taking  everything 
within  their  reach.  We  are  powerless  to  protect  our  property  against  seven 
hundred  men  who  have  neither  money  nor  means  of  subsistence.  They 
thi  eaten  to  burn  houses  and  destroy  everything  here.  We  appeal  to  you  for 
protection:  can  you  send  relief  ? 

WALKER,  JUDD  (fc  VEAZIE. 

To  which  I  replied  as  follows: 

Madison,  January  26  1881. 

Walker,  Judd&  Yeazie,  Superior  Junction^  Wis.: 

Your  dispatch  received;  notify  men  to  do  no  damage.  Supplies  will  be 
sent  at  once  and  transportation  furnished  all  who  desire  to  come  out.  Tele- 
graph condition  again  to-day. 

And  at  the  same  time  I  directed  Mr.  Winter,  of  the  Chicago, 
Saint  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railroad  to  send  provisions  to 
Superior  Junction,  and  to  furnish  transportation  to  St.  Paul  and 
other  points  where  work  could  be  procured,  to  all  the  men  who 
would  come  away,  and  he  proceeded  to  make  such  arrangements. 

The  next  morning  I  received  the  following  dispatches: 

Superior  Junction,  Wis.,  Jan.  26,  1882. 
'Gomrnor  Busk: 

Men  decline  to  leave;  they  are  forcibly  using  our  supplies  and  make  de- 
mand for  beef  and  pork,  which  they  got;  say  they  must  tave  their  pay  be- 
fore they  leave  here,  or  they  will  burn  the  bridges  and  destroy  the  track.  Are 
we  to  understand  that  you  are  goin^  to  allow  them  to  use  our  supplies,  and 
if  we  refuse  they  will  burn  us  out  ?  They  undertook  to  hang  two  of  our 
watchmen  last  night. 

WALKER,  JUDD  &  VEAZIE. 

Superior  Junction,  Jan.  26,  1882. 
Governor  Rusk: 

See  Veazie*s  telegram.  We  need  two  hundred  well  armed  men  to  protect 
property  and  preserve  order  here  and  at  the  camps.  Subsistence  can  be  had 
here  if  they  come  quickly.

Transportation,  I  am  advised,  will  be  furnished  to  men  to  St.  Paul,  and 
places  where  they  can  get  work.    Their  claims,  if  collectible,  can  be  collect- 
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ed.  No  transportation  will  be  furnished  them  to  Madison.  There  must  be 
no  violence  or  mob  law.  The  power  of  the  state  will  be  used  to  protect  per- 
sons and  property. 

Later  —  On  the  27th  of  January,  I  received  the  following,  which 
was  probably  sent  before  my  dispatch  had  been  received: 

SuPERiOB  Junction,  Jan.  27, 1883. 
Gov.  BusTc: 

A  large  number  of  men  are  at  the  track,  anxious  to  hear  your  reply  to  my  . 
request  for  transportation  to  Madison.    Are  they  to  be  paid  for  labor  on  the 
Air  Line,  and  when  ? 

H.  PETTING. 

On  the  morning  of  the  28th  I  received  the  information  from  the 
railroad  company  that  they  could  only  induce  five  or  six  of  the  la- 
borers to  come  away;  and  I  then,  by  telegraph,  asked  Walker^ 
Judd  &  Veazie  the  condition  of  affairs,  but  to  which  I  got  no  reply* 

I  also  received  during  the  28th,  the  following  dispatch: 

Superior  Junctiok,  Wis.,  January  28,  1882. 
J.  M.  Rusk: 

Tell  us  if  we  can  get  our  pay,  and  from  whom. 

AIR  LINE  LABORERS. 

And  answered  it  as  follows: 

Madison,  Wis.,  January  28, 1882. 
Air  Line  Laborers^  Superior  Junction^  Wisconsin: 

I  do  not  know  what  the  Air  Line  Company  can  do  or  will  do  as  to  your 
pay.  It  is  not  wise,  in  my  judgment,  for  you  t(»  stay  there  expecting  speedy 
payment.  I  think  you  should  appoint  a  committee  to  look  alter  your  legal 
rights,  and  then  go  to  work  as  soon  as  possible  wherever  work  can  be  found. 
This  will  not  affect  your  rights,  and  you  can  gain  nothing  by  staying  there 
in  idleness.  I  have  requested  the  railroad  company  to  furnish  you  transpor- 
tation to  St.  Paul  and  such  other  places  as  will  probably  afford  you  opportu- 
nity to  get  M«ork.  I  shall  do  what  I  properly  can  in  protecting  your  legal 
rights.  You  must,  in  any  event,  maintain  order  and  respect  the  persons  and 
property  rights  of  all.    The  state  will  not  permit  any  violation  of  these  rights. 

My  advices  since  are  that  the  men  are  there,  but  that  they  are 
now  peaceable  and  quiet,  and  that  only  forty  or  fifty  have  come 
away.  r)uring  this  time  they  have  used  some  provisions  belonging 
to  Messrs.  Walker,  Judd  and  Yeazie,  besides  what  have  been  fur- 
nished upon  my  request  by  the  railroad  company,  but  to  what  ex- 
tent I  have  no  information. 

On  the  27th  of  January,  I  asked  Hon.  S.  H.  Clough  if  there  was 
any  danger  of  mob  violence  at  Superior  City,  and  on  the  28th  re* 
ceived  the  following  telegram  from  there: 

Superior,  Wis.,  January  28, 1882. 
Governor  Bush: 

We  are  subsisting  about  five  hundred  men,  a  force  largely  outnumbering 
us  We  can't  stop  feeding  them  unless  we  have  protection.  A  messenger  has 
been  seat  to  you. 

VINCENT  RAY, 
HIRAM  HATCH. 
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On  the  evening"  of  the  29th,  Mr.  Burhaus,  their  special  messen- 
ger, arrived  here,  and  I  annex  hereto  a  copy  of  the  letter  he 
brought  from  the  authorities  of  Superior  City. 

I  directed  Mr.  Burhaus  to  notify  the  people  of  Superior  City  to 
continue  feeding  these  men  till  work  could  be  obtained  or  some 
further  relief  determined  upon;  that  they  should  keep  the  saloons 
closed,  and  that  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  afford  them  relief 
by  the  employment  of  the  state  militia. 

This  is  now  the  condition  of  affairs  at  these  two  points,  and  I 
have  called  your  attention  to  these  matters  in  detail  that  you  might 
have  all  the  facts  before  you,  and  take  such  action  as  in  your  judg- 
ment the  urgent  and  immediate  necessities  require.  The  authori- 
ties cannot  for  any  great  length  of  time  continue  to  furnish  sup- 
plies to  this  multitude  of  discontented  men,  even  if  they  should 
continue  to  peaceably  acquiesce  in  their  doing  so,  of  which  there  is 
great  doubt. 

I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  some  provision  should 
be  made  to  meet  the  expenses,  so  necessarily  incurred,  the  amount 
of  which,  however,  I  am  unable  at  present  to  estimate,  although 
they  cannot  yet  be  large. 

i  also  venture  to  suggest  that  if  the  legislature  shall  transfer  the 
grant  applicable  to  the  road  from  Superior  Junction  to  the  west  end 
of  Lake  Superior,  to  any  company,  it  would  be  wise,  under  exist- 
ing circumstances,  to  require  such  company  to  provide  funds  for 
the  immediate  payment  of  these  laborers,  and  to  reimburse  the 
state  for  any  expenses  incurred  in  taking  care  of  these  men  in  this 
emergency. 

I  feel  constrained  to  urge  upon  the  legislature  som6  prompt 
action  in  the  premises.

they  can  get  work.  The  men  demand  to  be  supported  here  for  an  indefinite 
time,  such  as  may  suit  their  own  convenience,  many  of  them  apparently 
having  the  purpose  to  remain  until  some  arrangement  satisfactory  to  them 
shall  be  made  for  paying  them  f9r  their  labor.  The  authorities  and  good 
citizens  here  are  doing  all  they  can  to  conciliate  the  crowd,  and  to  tide 
over  the  present  crisis,  but  it  is  believed,  nevertheless,  that  the  emergency 
is  serious  and  full  of  danger,  and  that  property,  public  and  private, 
and  the  safety,  and  even  the  lives  of  citizens,  may  be  in  je«  pardy. 
It  i§  reported  that  threats  have  been  made  of  burning  the  railroad  bridge  of 
both  the  Air  Line  and  Omaha  railroads  and  also  the  county  court  house. 
These  men  are  emboldened  by  their  perfect  understanding  of  the  fact  that 
our  community  is  isolated,  and  that  communication  between  here  and  the 
capital  of  the  state  is  comparatively  slow.  In  fact  they  know  our  compara- 
tive helplessness  in  case  of  a  violent  outbreak,  and  knowing  it  also  our- 
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selves,  we  are  compelled  to  ask  your  excelleney  to  provide  an  adequate 
force  for  our  protection,  promptly  upon  the  very  first  application  which  we 
may  make  for  tiiat  purpose  throuirh  Mr.  Burhaus,  who  bears  this  letter,  and 
goes  fully  accredited  from  this  place  to  represent  to  you  the  situation  here, 
and  to  act  constantly  as  a  medium  of  communication  between  yourself  and 
the  people  here. 

Immediate  preparation  is  urged  upon  your  excelleney,  looking  to  the  con- 
tmgency  or  a  notification  from  here  that  troops  will  be  needed.  With  great

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

The  committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was  referred 

The  message  from  his  excellency,  the  governor,  relating  to  the 
public  exigency  growing  out  of  the  failure  of  the  Chicago,  Portage 
&  Superior  Railway  Company,  and  the  consequent  throwing  out  of 
employment  of  over  a  thousand  men,  unpaid  and  without  means  of 
subsistence,  have  given  the  subject  immediate  and  careful  consid- 
eration. 

It  seems  to  be  inevitable  that  these  men  must  be  subsisted  by 
the  state,  as  remote  and  sparsely  settled  counties  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  maintain  them;  or  should  subsistence  be  withheld  from 
them,  the  inevitable  result  will  be  tumult  and  danger  to  persons 
and  property. 

The  condition  of  these  men  naturally  excites  public  sympathy, 
and  your  committee  have  sought  to  devise  some  adequate  measure 
of  relief.  It  is  certain  that  nothing  is  due  them  from  the  state. 
Jt  is  equally  certain  that  the  people  of  the  state  ought  not  to  be 
required  for  an  indefinite  period  to  sustain  them. 

The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire,  and  everyone  would  be  glad  to 
see  these  men  paid.  An  appropriation  of  money  out  of  the  gen- 
eral fund  of  the  treasury  to  pay  their  claims  would  be  establishing 
a  precedent  manifestly  dangerous  in  the  extreme.  There  are  in- 
superable legal  objections  to  the  appropriation  of  moneys  out  of 
what  is  known  as  the  St.  Croix  trespass  fund  for  their  payment,  so 
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that  jour  committee  are  obliged  to  look  beyond  the  ordinary  methods 
for  means  to  meet  the  emergency.  To  accomplish  this,  we  see  no 
way  but  to  adopt  the  suggestion  contained  in  the  governor's  mes- 
sage, to  couple  with  the  transfer  of  the  grant  to  another  company  a  re- 
quirement that  funds  be  provided  by  the  company  to  receiving  the 
grant  for  the  immediate  payment  of  these  labor  claims;  and  in  con- 
nection with  this  report  we  report  back  to  the  senate  bill  No.  34, 
S.,  "  to  revoke,  annul  and  resume  the  grant  of  lands  made  by  chap- 
ter 126  of  the  laws  of  Wisconsin  for  the  year  1874,  to  the  Chicago 
&  Northern  PaciBc  Air  Line  Railway  Company  (now  the  Chicago, 
Portage  &  Superior  Railway  Company),  and  to  confer  {said  grant  of 
lands  upon  the  Chicago,  Sc.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railway 
Company,"  the  only  bill  before  the  legislature  'Upon  the  subject, 
with  an  amendment  requiring  the  railway  company  therein  named, 
within  three  days  after  the  passage  of  said  bill,  to  deposit  with  the 
governor  funds  sufficient  to  secure  the  immediate  payment  of  those 
claims.

The  grant  referred  to  in  this  bill  is  a  portion  of  the  grant  of 
lands  made  to  the  state  of  Wisconsin  by  congress,  by  acts  approved 
June  3,  1856,  and  May  5,  1864,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  rail- 
road from  St.  Croix  river  or  lake,  between  townships  25  and  31, 
and  the  west  end  of  Lake  Superior  and  a  branch  to  Bayfield.  The 
duty  of  the  state  as  to  the  disposition  of  this  grant  seems  to  your 
committee  quite  plain.  The  act  of  congress  designated  specifically 
the  railroad  to  secure  the  construction  of  which  the  lands  were 
granted,  and  to  guard  against  any  use  of  them  for  any  other 
purpose,  there  was  incorporated  in  said  act  the  following  proviso: 
Provided,  further,  that  the  lands  hereby  granted  shall  be  exclu- 
sively applied  in  the  construction  of  that  road  for  which  it  was 
granted  and  selected,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  only  as  the  work 
progressed,  and  the  same  shall  be  applied  to  no  other  purpose 
whatsoever. 
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By  section  3  of  said  act  of  June  3,  1856,  it  was  also  enacted 
**  that  the  lands  hereby  granted  to  said  state  shall  be  subject  to  the 
disposal  of  the  legislature  thereof  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  and  no 
other;  and  the  said  railroads  shall  be  and  remain  public  highways 
for  the  use  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  free  from  toll 
or  other  charge,  for  transportation  of  the  property  or  troops  of  the 
United  States." 

By  section  1,  chapter  118  of  the  laws  of  1856,  it  was  enacted 
*'  that  the  lands,  rights,  powers  and  privileges  granted  to  and  con- 
ferred upon  the  state  of  Wisconsin  by  the  act  of  congress  granting 
public  lands  to  the  state  of  Wisconsin  to  aid  in  the  construction 
of  railroads  in  said  state,  approved  June  3,  1856,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  accepted  upon  the  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions 
contained  in  said  act  of  congress,  and  the  state  of  Wisconsin 
hereby  assumes  and  undertakes  the  trust  created  by  said  act  of 
congress." 

The  act  of  May  5,  1864,  enlarged  the  grant  from  six  sections  to 
ten  sections  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  the  same  railroad  upon 
the  same  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions  contained  in  the  act  of 
June  3,  1856,  and  by  joint  resolution  No.  8,  adopted  by  the  legis- 
lature in  1865,  the  legislature  accepted  the  grant  in  the  following 
terms:  "  That  the  lands  granted  to  the  state  of  Wisconsin  for  the 
purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  certain  railroads  within 
this  state  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  congress  granting  lands  to  aid  in 
the  construction  of  certain  railroads  in  the  state  of  Wisconsin, 
approved  May  5,  1864,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  accepted  by  the 
state  of  Wisconsin,  subject,  however,  to  all  the  conditions  of  said 
act  of  congress,  and  the  state  of  Wisconsin  hereby  consents  to  ex- 
ecute the  said  trust  created  by  the  aforesaid  act  of  congress  pur- 
suant in  all  things  to  the  terms,  conditions  and  limitations  of  said 
act." 

The  legislature  recognizes  in  each  of  these  acts  the  fact  that 
these  lands,  donated  by  the  general  government  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose, are  accepted  by  the  state  as  a  trustee  to  be  held  in  trust  for 
the  particular  purposes  indicated  by  the  act  of  congress,  and  the 
acts  of  congress  and  of  the  legislature  accepting  the  grant  plainly 
constitute  an  agreement  upon  the  part  of  the  state  to  apply  these 
lands  to  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  granted  and  no  other 
purpose  whatever. 

The  few  instances  in  which  the  state  has  attempted  departing 
from  the  terms  of  the  trust  upon  which  these  land  grants  have  been 
held,  to  secure  the  construction  of  roads,  to  aid  in  the  construction 
of  which  the  lands  were  not  granted  by  congress,  have  not  been 
fruitful  in  securing  the  construction  of  such  additional  railways, 
but  on  the  contrary  have  so  loaded  down  the  grants  as  to  defeat 
the  construction  of  even  the  land  grant  roads. 

The  grant  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  railroad  from  St. 
Croix  river  or  lake  to  the  west  end  of  Lake  Superior  and  to  Bay- 
field is  one  of  the  oldest  grants  in  the  United  States.  It  was  con- 
ferred in  1873  upon  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul   Railway 
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Company,  loaded  with  conditions  for  the  construction  of  roads  la 
addition  to  the  land  grant  railway  proper,  and  that  company  de- 
clined to  accept  it. 

In  1874,  that  portion  of  the  grant  from  the  Lake  St.  Croix  to 
Superior  Junction,  over  one  hundred  miles  in  length,  and  from 
thence  to  Bayfield,  was  conferred  upon  the  North  Wisconsin  Rail- 
way Company,  now  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha 
Railway  Company,  which  has  nearly  completed  its  road, 
that  portion  of  the  grant  applicable  to  sixty  two  (62)  miles  of  the 
main  line  of  the  North  Wisconsin  railway  from  Superior  Junction 
to  Superior  was,  by  the  same  act,  conferred  upon  the  Chicago  & 
Northern  Pacific  Air  Line  Railway  Company  (now  the  Chicago, 
Portage  &  Superior  Railway  Company),  upon  condition  that  the 
said  company  should  complete  and  put  in  operation  the  land  grant 
portion  of  the  road,  as  soon  as  a  railway  should  be  constructed  and 
put  in  operation  jfrom  the  city  of  Hudson  to  the  said  Superior 
Junction,  and  within  five  years  from  its  acceptance  of  said  lands; 
and  upon  the  further  condition  that  it  should  also  construct  and 
put  in  operation  its  railroad  from  Genoa  northerly,  at  the  rate  of  .ik 

twenty  (20)  miles  a  year.     The   company  accepted  the  grant  and  -a 

agreed*to  perform  the  conditions. 

The  legislature   evidently  sought  to  guard  against  the  contin-  ;H 

gency  that  the  North  Wisconsin  Railway  Company  might  complete  ^i^ 

its  railway  from  St.  Croix  river  or  lake  to  the  Junction  and  be 
obliged  to  wait  there  for  an  indefinite  period  for  the  completion  of 
the  sixty-two  (62)  miles  necessary  to  give  it  an  outlet  to  Superior, 
it  having  provided  in  plain  terms  that  the  road  from  Superior  City 
to  the  Junction  should  be  completed  as  soon  as  the  road  was  com- 
pleted from  the  St.  Croix  river  or  lake  to  the  Junction  and  within  & 
five  years  anyway,  whether  the  road  was  completed  from  the  St.  - 
Croix  river  to  the  Junction  or  not. 

In  1878,  the  legislature  added  three  years  to  the  five  years,  ex- 
tending the  limit  of  time  within  which  the  sixty-two  (62)  miles 
must  be  completed,  regardless  of  the  completion  of  the  road  from 
the  river  to  the  Junction,  but  leaving,  in  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee, the  company  plainly  bound  to  complete  the  railroad  from 
Superior  City  to  the  Junction  as  soon  as  the  road  was  completed 
from  the  St.  Croix  river  or  lake  to  the  Junction;  any  other  con- 
struction imputes  to  the  legislature  an  intention  to  give  the  Chicago, 
Portage  and  Superior  Railway  Company  three  years  after  the  North 
Wisconsin  Railway  Company  should  have  completed  its  road  of 
over  one  hundred  miles  to  the  Junction  within  which  to  construQt 
the  sixty-two  (62)  miles  and  meet  it,  which  your  committee  cannot 
believe  was  the  intention. 

The  road  from  the  St.  Crcix  river  or  lake  to  the  Junction  has 
been  completed  for  over  a  year,  and  the  Chicago,  Portage  &  Lake 
Superior  Railway  Company  have  not  completed  any  portion  of  the 
road  from  the  west  end  of  Lake  Superior  to  the  Junction,  nor  have 
they  performed  the  other  condition  of  the  grant  requiring  them  to 
build  at  the  rate  of  twenty  (20)  miles  a  year  from  Genoa  northerly. 
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That  company  has  held  the  ^rant  since  1874,  and  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  a  portion  of  the  time  has  been  peculiarly  favorable  to 
raising  money  for  railway  construction,  has  given  the  state  no  rail- 
way, and  the  only  evidence  that  it  has  ever  had  any  vitality  is  found 
in  a  few  miles  of  grade  and  a  thousand  or  more  unpaid  laborers. 

It  is  important  that  the  land  grant  railway  should  be  speedily 
completed,  and  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  land 
grant  should  be  applied,  as  intended  by  cong^ress  and  agreed  by 
the  state,  for  the  completion  of  the  land  grant  railway,  and  that  the 
Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railway  Company,  which 
owns  and  operates  the  main  line  from  the  St.  Croix  river  or  lake  to 
the  junction,  and  is  completing  the  branch  from  the  junction  to 
Baylield,  should  be  permitted  to  complete,  by  means  of  the  grant, 
the  remaining  sixty-two  miles  of  its  main  line  of  railway  from  the 
junction  to  Superior  City. 

Your  committee  is  advised  that  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapo- 
lis &  Omaha  Railway  Company  assents  to  the  amendment  reported 
herewith,  and  will  immediately,  upon  the  passage  of  the  bill,  de- 
posit with  the  governor  the  seventy-eight  thousand  dollars  in 
money  therein  referred  to. 

The  passage  of  the  bill  will  thus,  without  cost  to  the  state,  im- 
mediately meet  the  exigency  to  which  the  governor  has  called  the 
attention  of  the  legislature,  and  afford  a  full  measure  of  payment 
to  the  hundreds  of  laborers  who  are  awaiting  the  action  of  the 
legislature,  and  will  moreover,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee, 
result  in  the  honest  though  tardy  fulfillment  by  the  state  of  the 
trust  which  she  assumed  by  her  acceptance  of  the  grant,  twenty- 
five  years  ago.

law  shall  be  in  force  until  the  same  shall  have  been  submitted  to  a 
vote  of  the  people  at  a  general  election  and  approved  by  a  majority 
of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election.

RESOLUTIONS  INTRODUCED. 

By  Senator  Simpson: 

Jt.  Res.  No.  18,  S., 

Wheeeas,  At  the  annual  session  of  the  legjslature  of  this  state 
for  the  year  1881  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  this  state 
was  proposed,  and  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected 
to  each  of  the  two  houses,  which  amendment  was  in  the  following 
language: 

Itesolved  by  the  assembly^  the  senate  concurring^  That  section  1 
of  article  3  of  the  constitution  of  this  state  be  amended  by  insert- 
ing after  the  word  "  election,"  where  the  same  occurs  in  the  third 
line  of  said  section,  the  words  *'  and  in  the  election 
district  where  he  offers  to  vote,  such  time  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  legislature,  not  exceeding  thirty  days," 
and  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  words,  "  and, 
provided  farther,  that  in  incorporated  cities  and  villages,  the  legis- 
lature may  provide  for  the  registration  of  electors,  and  prescribe 
proper  rules  and  regulations  therefor,"  so  that  said  section  when 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Every  male  person  of  the  age  of  twenty- one  years 
or  upwards,  belonging  to  either  of  the  following  classes,  who  shall 
have  resided  m  the  state  one  year  next  preceding  any  election,  and 
in  the  election  district  where  he  offers  to  vote  such  time  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  legislature,  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  shall  be 
deemed  a  qualified  elector  at  such  election: 

1.  Citizens  of  the  United  States. 

2.  Persons  of  foreign  birth  who  shall  have  declared  their  inten- 
tion to  become  citizens  conformably  to  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  on  the  subject  of  naturalization. 

3.  Persons  of  Indian  blood,  who  have  once  been  declared  by  law 
of  congress  to  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  any  subsequent  law 
of  congress  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

4.  Civilized  persons  of  Indian  descent,  not  members  of  any  tribe. 
Provided,  that  the  legislature  may  at  any  time  extend,  by  law, 

the  right  of  suffrage  to  persons  not  herein  enumerated;  but  no  such 
law  shall  be  in  force  until  the  same  shall  have  been  submitted  to  a

Sheriffs,  coroners,  registers  of  deeds,  district  attor- 
neys, and  all  other  county  officers,  except  judicial  officers,  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  electors  of  the  respective  counties,  once  in  every 
two  years.  Sheriffs  shall  hold  no  other  offices  and  be  ineligible  for 
two  years  next  succeeding  the  termination  of  their  offices;  they 
may  be  required  by  law  to  renew  their  security  from  time  to  tirne^ 
and  in  default  of  giving  such  new  security  their  office  shall  be 
deemed  vacant;  but  the  county  shall  never  be  made  responsible  for 
the  acts  of  the  sheriff.  The  governor  may  remove  any  officer  in 
this  section  mentioned,  giving  to  such  a  copy  of  the  charges 
as^ainst  him  and  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  in  his  defense.  All 
vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  appointment,  and  the  person  appointed 
to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  hold  only  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the 
term  to  which  he  shall  be  appointed  and  until  his  successor  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified. 
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That  section  12,  article  7,  of  said  constitution  be  so  amended  as 
to  read  as  follows:  Section  12.  There  shall  be  a  clerk  of  the  cir- 
cuit court  chosen  in  each  county  organized  for  judicial  purposes, 
by  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two 
years,  subject  to  removal  as  shall  be  provided  by  law.  In  case  of 
a  vacancy,  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point a  clerk  until  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  an  election.  The 
clerk  thus  elected  or  appointed  shall  give  such  security  as  the  legis- 
lature may  require.  The  supreme  court  shall  appoint  its  own 
clerk,  and  a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  may  be  appointed  a  clerk  of 
the  supreme  court. 

That  section  1  of  article  13  of  said  constitution  be  so  amended  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  political  year  for  the  state  of  Wisconsin  shall 
commence  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  and  the 
general  election  shall  be  holden  on  the  Tuesday  next  succeeding 
the  first  Monday  in  November.  The  first  general  election  for  all 
state  and  county  officers,  except  judicial  officers,  after  the  adoption 
of  this  amendment,  shall  be  holden  in  the  year  A.  D.  1884,  and 
thereafter  the  general  election  shall  be  held  biennially.  All  state, 
county  or  other  officers,  elected  at  the  general  election  in  the  year 
1881,  and  whose  term  of  office  would  otherwise  expire  on  the  first 
Monday  of  .January  in  the  year  1884,  shall  hold  and  continue  in 
such  offices  respectively,  until  the  first  Monday  in  January  in  the 
year  1885.

That  part  of  the  governor's  message,  which  relates  to  the  in- 
debtedness of  the  state  to  the  United  States,  has  had  the  same  un^ 
der  consideration,  and  respectfully  reports  as  follows: 

For  the  purpose  of  suppressing  the  insurrection  of  the  southern 
states  and  repelling  invasion  of  the  enemies  of  the  United  States, 
by  an  act  of  congress  approved  August  5,  1861,  a  direct  tax  of 
$20,000,000  was  laid  upon  the  United  States  and  apportioned  to 
the  several  states,  to  wit;  to  the  state  of   Wisconsin  the  sum  of 
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$519,688.66.  The  act  levying  said  tax  further  provides,  that  any- 
state  may  lawfully  assume,  assess,  collect  and  pay  into  the  treasury 
of  the  United  States  its  quota  of  said  tax,  by  giving  notice  of  such 
assumption  on  or  before  the  second  Tuesday  of  February,  1862,  and 
the  states  so  assuming  the  payment  of  said  tax  shall  be  entitled  to 
s  deduction  of  fifteen  per  cent,  on  such  amounts  as  shall  be  actu- 
ally paid  in  the  United  States  treasury;  if,  however,  any  state 
after  such  assumption,  fails  to  pay  the  same,  the  United  States  may 
collect  the  same  directly  by  assessment,  and  levy  upon  the  property 
of  the  individual  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Further  enactments  of  congress  provide  that  the  amount  of  direct 
tax  apportioned  to  any  state  shall  be  liable  to  be  paid  and  satisfied 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  release  of  any  determined  claim  for  ex- 
penses incurred  in  equipping  volunteers,  filed  before  July  30, 1862, 
and  the  deduction  of  fifteen  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed  thereon  as 
on  payment  in  money. 

The  legislature  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  by  chapter[224,  enacted 
April  8,  1862,';authorized  the  governor  to  settle  the  said  direct  tax 
by  filing,  in  the  proper  department  at  Washington,  as  a  set-off 
thereto,  an  account  of  all  sums  expended  by  the  state  of  "Wiscon- 
sin for  the  purpose  of  providing  military  force  to  aid  in  the  sup- 
pression of  the  rebellion. 

Section  2  of  said  chapter  assumed  the  direct  tax  on  behalf  of  the 
state  and  levied  a  state  tax  to  pay  the  same,  but  this  section  was 
repealed  by  the  legislature  at  the  extra  session  on  the  20th  day  of 
September,  1862. 

We  find  no  record  of  any  official  notice  by  the  governor  to  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury,  that  the  state  ever  legally  assumed  the 
payment  of  the  direct  tax,  but  Governor  Edward  Salooaon  con- 
structively assumed  the  same  in  his  correspondence.  The  legisla- 
ture of  the  state  of  Wisc<^sin,  on  the  27th  of  May,  1861,  in 
response  to  the  first  call  of  the  president  to  the  loyal  states  to  aid 
the  government  in  maintaining  the  union  and  the  supremacy  of  the 
laws,  and  to  suppress  insurrection  and  defend  the  states,  author- 
ized the  governor  to  raise,  arm,  equip  and  drill  eight  regiments  of 
infantry,  and  to  purchase  arms  and  military  stores,  and  appropriated 
one  million  of  dollars  for  these  purposes,  to  be  raised  by  issuing 
state  bonds. 

These  powers  and  appropriations  were  largely  increased  by  later 
legislation,  and  the  state  expended  for  this  purpose  prior  to  Janu- 
ary 14,  1863,  the  sum  of  $1,125,349.57,  and  charged  the  United 
States  with  this  sum.  The  treasury  of  the  United  States,  before 
these  claims  had  been  audited  in  detail,  acknowledged  the  justice 
of  the  charge  by  refunding  to  the  state  treasurer  various  sums, 
amounting  then  to  $577,800.72,  so  that  Governor  Salomon  in  his 
message  of  the  year  1863  felt  justified  to  congratulate  the  state, 
that  on  account  of  having  our  vouchers  filed  in  proper  time,  he  was 
enabled  not  only  to  settle  the  direct  tax,  but  also  to  reduce  its 
original  amount  fifteen  per  cent.,  submitting  virtually  the  following 
balance  sheet:

Admitting,  however,  that  this  balance  may  be  largely  reduced  by 
the  disallowance  of  some  of  the  claims  filed. 

Governor  Lewis  in  his  message  dated  January  14,  1864,  estimates 
the  balance  due  the  state  from  the  general  government  at  $200,000, 
and  we  find  an  official  report  dated  April  Zb^  1866,  which  submits 
a  statement  showing  a  balance  due  to  the  state  amounting  to 
$128,793.80. 

Unfortunately  these  agreeable  balances  were  calculated  upon 
the  supposition  that  the  claims  of  the  state  would  be  allowed  in 
full  by  the  auditor  of  the  United  States  treasury,  but  when  after 
many  years  of  labor  the  treasury  department  rendered  its  decision 
upon  the  vouchers  filed  by  the  state,  whereby  claims  amounting  to 
■$117,082.17  were  rejected,  and  the  sum  of  $38,606.87  was  disal- 
lowed upon  the  15  per  cent,  reduction  of  the  direct  tax,  the  first 
comptroller  transmits  to  our  governor  balance  sheets,  which  con- 
densed result  as  follows:

Section  191  of  the  revised  statutes  of  the  United  States  pro- 
vides that  the  balances,  which  may  be  stated  by  the  auditor  and 
certified  to  the  heads  of  departments  by  the  comptroller,  shall  not 
be  subject  to  be  changed  or  modified,  but  be  subject  to  revision 
only  by  congress  or  the  proper  courts.  This  section  gives  a  final- 
ity to  the  decision  of  the  first  comptroller,  and  precludes  any  fur- 
ther action  by  the  state  before  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  to- 
wards a  re- examination  of  our'claims  against  the  United  States. 

It  is  not  to  be  presumed  that  the  state  was  unfairly  dealt  with  in 
the  adjustments  of  these  claims,  especially  as  our  interest  was  well 
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represented  and  carefully  guarded  by  able  and  efficient  agents. 
Should,  however,  the  legislature  deem  it  advisable  to  make  further 
efforts  to  reduce  this  charge,  relief  can  only  be  obtained  by  an  act 
of  congress  or  by  an  action  in  the  court  of  claims. 

An  official  report,  submitted  to  congress  May  3,  1880,  certifies 
that  all  the  northern  states  have  paid  their  quota  of  the  direct  tax, 
except:  Delaware,  due  $4,350.50;  Kansas,  due  $62,382.51;  Ne- 
braska, due  $19,312.00;  California,  due  $7,093.26;  Oregon,  due 
$35,140.66;  and  that  the  insurrectionary  states  have  paid  fifty  per 
cent,  of  their  assessment. 

The  communication  of  the  governor  to  the  legislature,  dated 
January  12,  1882,  and  referred  to  your  committee,  informs  the  sen- 
ate that  the  first  comptroller  of  the  treasury  withholds  from  the 
State  the  sum  of  $144,884.45,  which  is  due  from  the  United  States 
to  our  trust  funds  as  indemnity  for  overflowed  lands  granted  to  tbe 
state  by  chapter  84,  laws  of  1850,  chapter  147,  laws  of  1855,  and 
confirmed  by  act  of  March  3,  1857,  but  sold  by  the  United  States, 
for  cash,  prior  to  March  3,  1857,  an'd  on  account  of  the  act  of  con- 
gress granting  to  the  state  five  per  centum  of  the  net  proceeds  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  public  lands  within  the  state.  This  large 
amount  of  money,  when  paid  over,  must  be  credited  to  the  trust 
funds  as  follows:

An  act  of  congress,  approved  March  3,  1875,  provides  that 
when  any  adjusted  claim  shall  be  presented  to  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury  for  payment,  and  the  claimant  shall  be  indebted  to  the 
United  States  in  any  manner,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary 
to  withhold  payment  of  an  amount  of  such  claim  equal  to  the  debt 
thus  due  to  the  United  States.  The  comptroller  basis  bis  action  in 
refusing  payment  of  the  said  trust  funds  upon  this  law,  and  in 
reply  to  the  demand  of  Governor  Smith  states  the  following  ac- 
count:

If  we  concede  the  liability  of  the  state  for  the  amount  due  upon 
the  direct  tax,  we  can  derive  no  benefit  from  a  discussion  of  the 
propriety  or  legality  to  set  off  one  claim  against  the  other,  and  our 
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attention  is  directed  to  the  necessity  of  settling  these  accounts  in 
order  to  save  the  honor  and  credit  of  the  state,  which  will  suffer 
either  by  any  avoidable  delay  to  pay  a  tax  imposed  upon  us  to  en- 
able the  government  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  union,  or  by 
any  neglect  depriving  our  sacred  trust  funds  from  the  income 
which  they  should  derive  from  the  large  amounts  of  money  thus 
detained  in  the  United  States  treasury  since  October  17,  1881. 

The  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  debt  which  the  state 
owes  to  the  United  States  is  contracted  to  repel  invasion,  suppress 
insurrection  and  defend  the  state  in  time  of  war,  and  that  by  virtue 
of  section  7,  article  VIII  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Wis- 
consin, the  legislature  has  the  constitutional  right  to  borrow  money 
to  discharge  said  debt. 

An  experience  of  eighteen  years  has  demonstrated  the  fact  that 
i,ne  investment  of  our  trust  funds  in  state  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness is  a  wise  one. 

We  are  informed  that  the  commissioners  of  public  lands,  on 
I  he  14th  day  of  January  last,  held  in  the  state  treasury  invested 
the  sum  of  $96,861.49,  and  United  States  bonds,  bearing  but  3^ 
per  cent,  interest,  for  $195,000.00. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommends: 

1st.  That  the  governor  and  attorney  general  be  empowered 
without  delay  to  finally  settle  and  determine  the  claims  existing  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  the  state  of  Wisconsin. 

2d.  That  the  governor,  secretary  of  state  and  state  treasurer  be 
authorized  and  directed  to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  chapter  25,  general  laws  of  the  year  1866^ 
for  the  several  amounts  found  due  respectively  to  the  United 
States,  to  the  normal  school  fund,  to  the  school  fund 
and  to  the  drainage  fund;  that  the  secretary  of  state,  upon  receiv- 
ing the  said  certificates,  shall  immediately  credit  the  school  fund 
and  normal  school  fund,  with  the  several  amounts  of  the  certificates 
issued  in  their  favor;  that  he  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  state  treas- 
urer for  the  amount  found  due  to  the  United  States  and  to  the 
drainage  fund,  payable  from  such  trust  funds,  as  the  commission- 
ers of  public  lands  may  direct,  pay  the  same  and  credit  the  funds 
from  which  the  same  is  drawn  with  the  amount  so  paid  out;  and 
that  he  be  authorized  to  levy  a  state  tax  annually,  sufficient  to  pay 
the  interest  on  said  certificates  of  indebtedness. 

The  committee  has  instructed  me  to  report  by  bill  embodying  the 
above  recommendations,  and  recommend  its  passage.

Hesolved  by  the  assembly^  the  senate  concurring^  That  section 

of  article  6  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin  be  so 
amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  4.  Sheriffs,  coroners,  registers  of  deeds,  district  attor- 
neys, and  all  other  county  officers,  except  judicial  officers,  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  electors  of  the  respective  counties,  once  in  every 
two  years.  Sheriffs  shall  hold  no  other  offices  and  be  ineligible  for 
two  years  next  succeeding  the  termination  of  their  offices;  they 
may  be  required  by  law  to  renew  their  security  from  time  to  time, 
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and  in  default  of  giving  such  new  security  their  office  shall  be 
deemed  vacant;  but  the  county  shall  never  be  made  responsible  for 
the  acts  of.  the  sheriff.  The  governor  may  remove  any  officer  in 
this  section  mentioned,  giving  to  such  a  copy  of  the  charges 
against  him  and  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  in  his  defense.  All 
vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  appointment,  and  the  person  appointed 
to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  hold  only  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the 
term  to  which  he  shall  be  appointed  and  until  his  successor  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified. 

That  section  12,  article  7,  of  said  constitution  be  so  amended  as 
to  read  as  follows:  Section  12.  There  shall  be  a  clerk  of  the  cir- 
cuit court  chosen  in  each  county  organized  for  judicial  purposes, 
by  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two 
years,  subject  to  removal  as  shall  be  provided  by  law.  In  case  of 
a  vacancy,  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point a  clerk  until  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  an  election.  The 
clerk  thus  elected  or  appointed  shall  give  such  security  as  the  legis- 
lature may  require.  The  supreme  court  shall  appoint  its  own 
clerk,  and  a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  may  be  appointed  a  clerk  of 
the  supreme  court. 

That  section  1,  article  13,  of  said  constitution  be  so  amended  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  political  year  for  the  state  of  Wisconsin  shall 
commence  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  and  the 
general  election  shall  be  holden  on  the  Tuesday  next  succeeding 
the  first  Monday  in  November.  The  first  general  election  for  all 
state  and  county  officers,  except  judicial  officers,  after  the  adoption 
of  this  amendment,  shall  be  holden  in  the  year  A.  D.  1884,  and 
thereafter  the  general  election  shall  be  held  biennially.  All  state, 
county  or  other  officers,  elected  at  the  general  election  in  the  year 
1881,  and  whose  term  of  office  would  otherwise  expire  on.  the  first 
Monday  of  January  in  the  year  1884,  shall  hold  and  continue  in 
such  offices  -respectively,  until  the  first  Monday  in  January  in  the 
year  1885.

The  executive  communication  to  the  legislature  dated  December 
31,  1881,  transmitted  January  19,  1882, 

Have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report 
the  following  facts: 

In  addition  to  the  school  and  swamp  lands  certified  and  patented 
to  the  state  of  Wisconsin  under  the  administration  of  Governor 
Smith,  the  claim  of  the  state  to  the  following  swamp  lands  remains 
unadjusted  and  requires  the  further  attention  of  the  state  depart- 
ments: 

1st.  Lands  ascertained  by  the  revision  of  former  selections  to 
be  swamp  lands,  but  covered  by  adverse  claims:  48,779|  acres. 

2nd.  Swamp  lands  within  the  Indian  reservations,  estimated: 
55,000  acres. 

3rd.  Swamp  lands  sold  by  the  Qnited  States  since  March  3, 
1857,  and  ascertained  by  stipulation  dated  August  13,  1881:  115,- 
18H  acres.     Total  due  state,  218,961  acres.j 

The  lands  included  in  the  first  division  are  the  vacant  swamp 
lands,  situated  north  of  the  second  correction  line,  which  have  not 
been  patented  to  the  state,  because   they  are  adversely  claimed, 
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as  follows:  By  the  land-grant  railroad  companies,  about  30,000 
acres.  By  the  Sturgeon  Bay  Canal  Co.,  2,500  acres.  Under  the 
military  wagon  road  grant.  1.591  acres.  Under  the  reservoir 
proclamation  and  private  claims,  14,688f  acres.  A  complete  list 
of  these  lands  has  been  furnished  to  the  general  land  office  by  the 
land  office  department  of  this  state;  there  is  no  question  that  the 
state  has  a  prior  claim  of  title  to  these  lands,  and  it  is  expected 
that  they  will  be  patented  to  the  state  within  the  present  year. 

The  second  subdivision  refers  to  overflowed  lands  situated 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Indian  reservations  in  the  counties  of 
Shawano,  Lincoln,  Chippewa,  Ashland  and  Bayfield.  The  com- 
missioner of  the  general  land  office  concedes  the  justice 
of  our  claim  to  these  lands,  as  well  as  to  5,653.94 
acres  of  school  land  situated  therein.  No  action  has  been  taken 
by  the  state  commissioners  of  public  lands  to  select  an  equal  num- 
ber of  acres  of  vacant  lands  in  lieu  thereof,  because  the  lands 
within  these  reservations  are  more  valuable  than  any  vacant  lands 
which  maybe  selected;  and  the  commissioners  consider  it  wise 
to  await  the  probable  resumption  of  the  reservations,  in  which  case 
the  same  will  be  patented  to  the  state. 

The  recommendation  of  Governor  Smith,  that  a  memorial  to  con- 
gress be  passed  requesting  legislation  to  indemnify  the  state  for  loss 
sustained  by  an  imperfect  selection  of  swamp  lands,  has  reference 
to  the  third  division.  The  late  readjustment  of  the  list  of  lands 
within  the  state,  which  are  actually  subject  to  overflow  and 
properly  denominated  swamp-lands,  demonstrated  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  secretary  of  the  interior  that  the 
state  is  equitably  entitled,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  84,  laws  of  1850,  and  chapter  147,  laws  of  1855,  to 
115,181^  acres  of  land,  in  addition  to  the  lists  heretofore  approved. 
(See  report  of  commissioner  of  general  land  office  for  1881,  pages 
203  and  204,  and  stipulation  filed  August  13,  1881,  between  the 
state  and  the  government.)  The  committee  declines  to  express 
an  opinion,  whether  additional  legislation  by  congress  is  necessary 
to  enable  the  secretary  of  the  interior  to  indemnify 
the  state  of  Wisconsin  for  the  losses  so  sustained. 
The  construction  of  the  laws  cited,  as  well  as  the 
question  whether  the  statute  of  limitations  affirmed  May  12, 
1860  (XII  Stat.  3),  applies  to  the  state  of  Wisconsin  and.  will  bar 
our  claims,  may  well  be  left  to  the  decision  of  our  senators  and 
representatives  in  congress.  The  committee  is,  however,  of 
the  opinion  that  the  *  acquisition  of  180  sections  ,of  land 
to  our  normal  school  and  drainage  funds  is  a  matter 
of  sufficient  importance  to  deserve  the  attention  of  our 
delegation  in  congress,  and  have  therefore  instructed 
me  to  report  by  Jt.  Res.  No.  23,  S.,  annexed  hereto,  and  to  recom- 
mend that  the  same  do  pass,  and  when  so  passed  be  transmitted, 
"with  copies  of  this  report,  to  our  senators  and  representatives  in 
congress.

inured  to  the  state  of  Wisconsin;  and 

Whereas,  The  department  of  the  interior,  by  stipulation  dated 
August  13,  1881,  and  filed  in  the  general  land  office,  concedes  that 
the  state  of  Wisconsin  is  entitled  to  indemnity  for  the  loss  of 
115,181^  acres  thereof,  but  declines  to  take  further  action  therein, 
because  there  is  no  existing  law  under  which  the  state  can  be  in- 
demnified; now,  therefore, 

Itesolved  by  the  senate^  the  assembly  concurring^  That  our  sen- 
ators and  representative  in  congress  be  earnestly  requested  to  use 
their  utmost  endeavors  to  secure  the  early  settlement  of  said 
claim  by  the  department  of  the  interior,  and,  if  necessary,  to  pro- 
cure such  legislation  as  they  may  deem  requisite  and  appropriate 
to  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  hereinbefore  recited.

Have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  after  careful  con- 
sideration of  all  facts  relating  to  the  subject  obtainable  by  them, 
they  find  that; 

Soon  after  the  board  of  supervision  entered  upon  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  its  offiGe,it  looked  into  the  methods  of  discipline  in  force 
in  the  Industrial  School  for  Boys,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
there  was  more  frequent  resort  to  the  discipline  of  corporal  pun- 
ishment than  was  necessary  or  for  the  best  interests  of  the  inmates, 
and  accordingly  issued  an  order  that  corporal  punishment  in  future 
should  only  be  inflicted  by  the  superintendent  or  under  his  ex- 
plicit direction. 

It  was  further  ordered  that  a  monthly  report  should  be  made  to 
the  board  of  every  case  of  discipline  in  the  school,  and  blanks 
therefor  were  prepared  and  furnished  the  superintendent.  Since 
then  such  reports  have  been  regularly  made  and  are  kept  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  board  in  the  capitol. 

In  the  month  of  December  last  the  board  entered  upon  a  special 
investigation  in  order  to  be  even  more  thoroughly  informed  in  re- 
gard to  the  condition  of  discipline  in  the  school,  and  of  the  quality 
and  quantity  of  food  furnished  the  inmates,  and  at  the  conclusion 
thereof  made  the  following  entry  upon  its  official  record: 

"  The  board  met  at  the  Industrial  School  for  Boys,  at  Waukesha, 
December  5th,  6th,  7th,  8tb,  9th  and  10th,  and  from  day  to  day 
made  inquiry  of  every  inmate  thereof,  with  no  one  present  except 
himself  and  the  several  members  of  the  board,  as  to  the  treatment 
he  had  received,  and  whether  he  had  any,  and  if  so,  what  com- 
plaint to  make  concerning  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  since  this 
board  assumed  supervision  of  the  school. 

"  After  such  full  and  careful  inquiry,  the  board,  upon  due  consid- 
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ation  of  the  statements  made  by  the  boys,  finds  that  there  has  not 
been  any  cruel  or  inhuman  punishment  inflicted  during  the  past  six 
months;  that  the  food  furnished  to  the  boys  has  been  suflScient  in 
quantity  and  fairly  satisfactory  in  quality,  and  that  there  is  no 
reasonable  ground  of  complaint  by  any  of  the  inmates. 

"  The  inquiries  thus  made  by  the  board  confirm  its  members  in  the 
opinion  heretofore  expressed  and  acted  upon  by  them,  that  the 
methods  of  discipline  practised  in  the  several  departments  of  the 
school  included  a  greater  proportion  of  corporal  punishment  than 
to  them  seemed  advisable,  and  justifies  their  action  in  restrict- 
ing it. 

The  reports  of  discipline  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  bo»rd  show 
the  name  and  age  of  each  boy  subjected  to  punishment,  the  nature 
of  that  punishment,  by  whom  it  was  administered,  and  the  cause 
thereof.  The  first  of  these  reports  is  for  October  last,  and  shows 
that  there  were  fourteen  cases  of  corporal  punishment  during  that 
month,  the  whole  number  of  inmates  being  371. 

The  number  of  cases  durina:  the  month  of  November  was  sixteen 
and  the  number  of  inmates  360;  in  December,  fourteen,  number 
of  inmates,  353;  in  January  seven,  number  of  inmates,  332;  in  Feb- 
ruary seventeen,  number  of  inmates,  336.  The  number  of  cases  of 
seclusion,  that  is,  confinement  in  separate  rooms,  was  five  in  No- 
vember, six  in  December,  eleven  in  January  and  fourteen  in  Feb- 
ruary. 

These  punishments  were  confined  to  a  comparatively  few,  em- 
bracing the  more  refractory.  The  whippings  were,  for  the  most 
part,  upon  the  open  hand,  the  instrument  being  a  common  ferule 
or  something  not  more  formidable,  and  were  in  no  case  of  a  cruel 
nature,  unless  all  corporal  punishment  is  such. 

The  members  of  the  board  of  supervision  express  the  purpose  to 
reduce  the  punishment  of  a  corporal  nature  to  the  minimum,  if 
not  to  abolish  it  altogether,  and  above  all  not  to  tolerate  any  pun- 
ishment of  a  cruel  or  demoralizing  character. 

In  consideration  of  these  facts,  the  committee  have  instructed 
me  to  report  the  resolution  back  with  the  recommendation  that  it 
be  indefinitely  postponed.

^EXECUTIVE  COMMUNICATIONS. 

State  of  Wisconsin, 

Executive  Department 

Madison,  March  21,  1882. 
To  the  honorable^  the  senate: 

I  have  the  honor  to  return  without  approval,  bill  No.  100,  S.,  en- 
titled a  bill  to  authorize  John  E.  Glover,  Isaac  H.  Wing  and  W.  H. 
Phipps,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  to  erect,  maintain  and  keep  up  a 
dam  across  the  Totogaticanse  river,  in  Bayfield  county,  Wisconsin. 

I  have  felt  constrained  by  a  sense  of  public  duty  to  withhold 
from  this  bill  executive  approval.  This  action  upon  my  part  has 
been  reluctantly  taken  for,  the  reason  that  I  discover  no  constitu- 
tional objection  to  the  bill  in  any  of  its  provisions,  and  I  am  fully 
mindful  of  the  delicacy  involved  in  placing  my  judgment  in  oppo- 
sition to  that  of  the  legislature  upon  grounds  going  to  the  expe- 
diency of  its  action.  But  as  my  objection  to  this  bill  pertains  with 
equal  force  to  a  class  of  measures  rapidly  increasing  in  number 
and  is  aimed  at  what  in  my  judgment  is  a  growing  evil  in  legisla- 
tion, I  have  thought  it  fairly  within  the  line  of  executive  duty  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  legislature  to  the  subject  in  this  connection. 

The  bill  contains  a  grant  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years  of  a  fran- 
chise to  the  individuals  therein  named  and  their  assigns,  to  erect 
and  maintain  a  dam  and  to  charge  fixed  tolls  for  the  use  of  the 
same,  and  to  flow  lands  of  others  by  means  of  said  dams,  subject 
to  the  provisions,  as  to  obtaining  compensation,  of  the  mill-dam 
law. 

This  franchise  is  one  which  can  only  be  granted  by  the  legislature, 
and  is,  when  granted  and  accepted,  property.  It  involves  the  ex- 
penditure, in  a  permanent  improvement,  of  more  or  less  money, 
and  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  same  would  not  be  beyond  the  power 
of  legislative  revocation  or  control.  Since  the  adoption  of  the 
3onstitutional  amendment  prohibiting  the  legislature  from  creating 
corporations  by  special  act,  or  conferring  by  special  act  upon  cor- 
porations formed   under   the   general  law,  corporate  powers  and 
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privileges,  very  many  grants  of  powers  and  privileges,  comprehen- 
sive in  their  character,  which  were  formerly  conferred  upon  cor- 
porations, have  been  made  to  individuals  and  their  assigns. 

These  powers  and  privileges,  if  granted  to  corporations  existing 
prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  constitutional  amendment,  would  be 
subject  to  repeal  or  alteration  and  the  "  reserved  power  "  contained 
in  our  constitution.  Very  many  of  them  might  be  obtained  by  or- 
ganization of  corporations  under  the  general  laws  of  the  state; 
but  all  such  corporations  are  subject  to  the  powers  reserved  by  the 
constitution  to  the  legislature  to  alter  and  repeal.  There  is  great 
danger  that  the  practice  of  conferring  these  powers  and  privileges 
by  way  of  grants  of  franchises  to  individuals  and  their  assigns  will 
lead  to  the  creation  by  contract  of  a  vast  number  of  franchises  in 
which  the  public  have  an  interest,  but  over  which  they  have  no 
control.  A  large  number  of  the  lumbering  streams  in  the  state 
are  being  given  over  by  this  means  to  the  control  of  individuals. 
This  evasion  of  the  constitutional  amendment  against  special 
legislation  may  be  in  most  instances  necessary.  The  improvement 
may  be  for  the  public  good,  the  tolls  fixed  may  be  fair  and  reason- 
able, but  nearly  all  such  measures  affect  the  interests  of  many 
who  know  nothing  of  their  pendency  and  are  unheard  as  to  their  ef- 
fect. In  the  nature  of  things  it  is  impracticable  for  the  legislature 
to  make  tliorough  and  exhaustive  investigation  in  each  case, and 
to  know  the  precise  effect  upon  all  interests  of  the  measures  asked 
for.  Moreover,  what  may  be  an  improvement  in  the  situation  of 
affairs  to- day,  may  be  very  far  from  an  improvement  a  few  years 
hence;  and  what  may  be  fair  compensation  for  maintaining  dams 
and  other  public  improvements  to  day,  may  not  be  fair  or  reasona- 
ble after  the  lapse  of  time.  So  that  the  public  interest  would  seem 
seriously  to  demand  that  the  legislature  in  all  such  grants  should 
reserve  to  itself  the  right,  should  the  public  interest  require  it,  to 
revoke  the  same,  or  to  continue  them  upon  new  terms,  and  subject 
to  additional  restrictions. 

It  would  seem  that  the  same  polic}^  which  would  require  the 
reservation  to  the  state  to  regulate  and  control  franchises,  powers 
and  privileges  granted  to  corporations,  would  require  the  same  res- 
ervation of  the  right  to  control  and  regulate  the  same  franchises, 
powers  and  privileges  if  granted  to  individuals  and  their  assigns. 
The  reservation  of  the  power  to  the  state  to  revoke  and  control 
corporate  grants,  now  very  common,  and  highly  valued  in  many 
states,  was  made  necessary  by  the  evils  incident  to  the  granting 
of  franches  held  by  the  courts  to  be  in  the  nature  of  contracts, 
and  irrepealabie.  and  the  principle  which  underlies  our  constitu- 
tional provision  upon  the  subject,  in  my  judgment,  calls  for  the  in- 
corporation into  every  act  of  the  legislature,  granting  to  individu- 
als and  their  assigns  franchises  in-  which  the  public  have  an 
interest,  to  construct  works  of  internal  improvement,  to  take  tolls 
therefrom,  and  to  acquire  the  property  of  others  against  their  will, 
of  a  provision  reserving  to  the  legislature  the  right  to  repeal  or 
alter  the  same  whenever  in  its  judgment  the  public  interest  shall 
so  detnand. 
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I  can  see  no  objection  to  such  a  position.  If  wise  as  applied  to 
corporations,  it  is  equally  demanded  where  similar  franchises  are 
conferred  upon  individuals.  If  the  existence  of  the  reserve  power 
is  of  no  detriment  to  corporate  interests,  it  can  be  of  no  detriment 
to  individuals  holding  such  franchises.  It  may  safely  be  assumed 
that  the  power  will  be  exercised,  not  vindictively  for  purposes  of 
oppression,  but  wisely  to  subserve  the  public  good.  It  will  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  state  simply  a  weapon  for  defense;  a  means,  not 
of  inflicting  wrong  upon  the  holders  of  such  franchises,  but  of  pre- 
venting the  infliction  by  them  of  wrong  upon  the  public.

RESOLUTIONS  INTRODUCED. 

By  Senator  Scott: 

Jt.  Res.  No.  31,  S., 

Joint  resolution  requesting  the  governor  and  attorney  general  to 
confer  with  the  government  of  the  United  States  relative  to  the 
overflow  occasioned  by  the  dams  at  the  outlets  of  Lake  Winne- 
bago, and  the  unprecedented  rain  falls  of  1881. 

Incase  it  becomes  necessary,  that  the  attorney  general  take  such 
proceedings  in  the  premises  as  he  may  be  advised  are  reasonable 
and  proper. 

Resolved  hy  the  senate^  the  assembly  concurriny^  That  the  gov- 
ernor and  the  attorney-general  be,  and  are  hereby  requested  to 
advise  and  confer  with  the  general  government  relative  to  the  over- 
flow occasioned  by  the  dams  at  the  outlet  of  Lake  Winnebago,  and 
to  endeavor  to  induce  the  government  of  the  United  States  to 
take  such  reasonable  action  in  the  premises  as  will  abate  such  over- 
flow and  prevent  in  the  future  injury  to  property  around  Lake 
Winnebago  and  along  the  Fox  river. 

The  governor  and  attorney- general  are  requested  to  confer  with 
the  parties  directly  interested  in  the  matter,  to  ascertain  whether 
a  satisfactory  arrangement  or  agreement  can  be  made  whereby  the 
height  at  which  the  waters  in  Lake  Winnebago  shall  hereafter  be 
maintained.  And  in  case  the  general  government  declines  to  take 
any  action,  or  in  case  no  amicable  arrangement  can  be  made  by 
the  governor  and  attorney-general  with  the  parties, 
that  the  attorney -general  shall  take  such  steps  and 
begin  such  proceedings  in  behalf  of  the  state  as  he  shall  be 
advised  are  proper,  to  ascertain  whether  or  no  the  dams,  or  either 
of  them,  at  the  outlets  of  Lake  Winnebago,  raise  the  water

The  State  Librarian  respectfully  presents  his  report  for  the  year 
1881: 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1880  the  number  of  volumes  in  the  library 

was 14,023

Of  the  additions  made  in  1881  the  number  acquired  by  purchase  was  414

DOiq-ATIOKS. 

The  donations  during  the  year  have  exceeded  in  number  and 
value  those  made  in  any  preceding  year.  The  increase  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  solicitations  have  been  made  to  some  of  those  mem- 
bers of  the  bar  who  appreciate  the  importance  of  a  complete  law 
library.  Circumstances  have  prevented  a  more  general  effort  in 
this  direction.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  bar  generally  will  take 
notice  of  the  needs  of  the  library,  and  of  the  fact  that  there  are 
certain  kinds  of  legal  literature  which  are  not  to  be  found  in  the 
market,  and  the  value  of  which  in  the  library  of  any  member  of 
the  bar  is  ordinarily  meager.  Criminal  and  civil  trials,  addresses 
and  papers  on  legal  subjects,  biographical  sketches  of  judges  and 
lawyers,  odd  volumes  of  session  laws  of  other  states,  may  be  classed 
under  this  head.  In  the  library  of  the  bar  of  the  entire  state, 
every  form  of  legal  literature  is  likely  to  be  needed  at  some  time, 
and  the  profession  expect,  and  ought  to  find,  all  the  old,  rare  and 
curious  books  of  the  law,  as  well  as  those  which  are  modern  and 
more  frequently  in  use,  on  its  shelves. 

Among  the  especially  noteworthy  donationsof  the  year  are  those 
made  by  E.  Mariner,  Esq.,  of  Milwaukee,  consisting  of  early  laws 
and  statutes  of  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  and  New  York;  by  C. 
M.  Foresman,  Esq.,  of  Madison,  laws  and  documents  of  the  United

States,  relating  to  the  public  lands;  by  Hon.  Orsamus  Cole,  the 
briefs  and  cases  used  on  the  argument  of  causes  in  the  supreme 
court.  These,  beginning  with  the  August  term,  1877,  of  that 
court,  have  been  arranged  and  bound  in  a  substantial  manner  in 
one  hundred  and  thirteen  volumes.  A  manuscript  table  of  them 
is  kept,  so  that  any  case  which  may  be  needed  can  be  readily  found. 
Their  usefulness  is  not  a  question  of  doubt.  It  is  a  cause  of  serious 
regret  that  they  have  not  been  thus  preserved  ever  since  the  or- 
ganization of  the  court. 

EXCHAN^GES. 

During  the  year  six  hundred  and  forty-one  volumes  of  the  laws, 
legislative  journals,  executive  documents,  supreme  court  reports  and 
other  publications  of  this  state  have  been  sent  from  this  depart- 
ment to  the  several  states  and  territories  for  their  libraries.  A 
large  majority  of  the  states  reciprocate  with  their  publications; 
with  several  it  is  a  matter  of  very  serious  difficulty,  and  with  a  few 
the  utmost  diligence  has  failed  to  procure  them.  As  Mr.  White,^ 
state  librarian  of  Massachusetts,  said  in  his  report  for  1873:  "A& 
our  states  and  territories  multiply,  and  as  practiced  officials  are, 
through  political  changes,  often  superseded  in  office  by  inexperi- 
enced substitutes,  not  knowing  or  not  regarding  their  duty  in  this 
respect,  it  requires  constant  watchfulness  and  frequent  correspond- 
ence to  prevent  our  series  of  state  publications  from  failing  of  com- 
pleteness. The  deficiency  becomes  almost  hopeless,  if  such 
publications  are  not  obtained  soon  after  issued,  as  the  supply  be- 
coming soon  exhausted  by  a  free  distribution,  the  volumes  needed 
to  complete  sets,  cannot  be  furnished  without  difficulty."  This 
department  is  under  obligations  to  the  officers  of  several  of  the 
state  libraries,  and  through  their  courtesy  has  secured  many  scarce 
and  valuable  laws  and  documents.  Among  those  who  have  ren- 
dered it  especial  assistance  are  the  librarians  of  Connecticut,  Mas- 
sachusetts, New  Hampshire,  and  of  the  law  department  of  the  New 
York  state  library.  Appendix  "  B  "  of  this  report  contains  a  list 
of  the  additions  made  by  exchange. 

CATALOGUE. 

During  the  year  a  catalogue  of  nearly  five  hundred  pages  has 
been  issued.  Its  plan  has  received  the  approbation  of  those  who 
consult  the  library,  and  increased  its  usefulness. 
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CURKENT    LITERATURE. 

The  funds  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  this  library  have 
proven  insufficient  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  it.  The  in- 
creasing rapidity  with  which  law  books  are  being  issued  makes  the 
need  of  increased  support  for  this  library  very  urgent.  During 
the  year  1881,  there  were  about  fifty  American  law  books  pub- 
lished which  are  not  in  this  library.  To  these  might  be  added 
about  fifty  volumes  of  English  and  provincial  law  books,  which 
are  desirable  and  would  be  useful.  These  consist  of  new  treatises,, 
and  late  editions  of  old  and  standard  ones,  digests,  statutes,  reports, 
biographies,  law  periodicals,  etc. 

The  multiplication  of  works  on  jurisprudence  is  so  rapid  that 
members  of  the  legal  profession  find  it  impossible  to  keep  up  with 
the  printing  press.  There  should  be  in  the  state  library  a  col- 
lection of  law  literature  sufficiently  complete  to  enable  "  the  bench 
and  bar  to  verify  all  the  authorities  cited  in  the  reports  and  trea- 
tises, and  furnish  the  means  of  tracing  the  progress  of  jurispru- 
dence." 

GENERAL  DEFICIENCIES. 

Respectable  authorities  have  defined  a  complete  law  library  to 
consist  of:  1.  Every  edition  of  every  published  volume  of  Amer- 
ican, English,  Irish  or  Scotch  reports.  2.  The  reports  of  all  the 
British  colonies,  and  of  countries  which  have  imitated  the  English 
or  American  system  of  reporting.  3.  All  the  original  session  laws, 
and  compilations  of  statutes  of  the  United  States,  the  separate 
states  and  Great  Britain.  4.  Every  edition  of  every  American  or 
English  work  or  treatise,  old  or  new.  5.  A  collection,  as  complete 
as  possible,  of  special  reports  of  trials.  6.  Pamphlets  on  legal 
subjects  —  "the  ephemera  of  jurisprudence."  These  should  in- 
clude reviews  of  cases,  arguments,  opinions,  essays  and  tracts  upon 
all  branches  of  the  law.  7.  All  works  on  legal  bibliography. 
8.  Histories  of  the  law  and  of  courts,  works  on  the  philosophy  of 
the  law,  legal  biographies,  legal  speeches,  legal  anecdotes  and  mis- 
cellanies. 9.  The  classic  books  of  the  civil  law.  10.  The  codes 
of  all  civilized  countries.  11.  All  the  treatises  and  published  decis- 
ions of  foreign  countries  on  commercial,  maritime  and  international 
law,  and  on  all  other  subjects  where  their  law  j-esembles  ours  or 
interests  us.    To  these  should  be  added  all  the  legal  periodicals 
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published  in  the  English  language,  legislative  and  executive  docu- 
ments of  the  several  states  and  United  States  governments,  the 
congressional  debates,  and  journals  and  debates  of  constitutional 
conventions.  It  is  not  desirable  to  mention  the  deficiencies  of  this 
library  in  detail  as  compared  with  the  ideal  library  set  forth  in  the 
foregoing  enumerations.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  it  falls  short  of 
completeness.  There  are  but  few  of  the  Scotch  reports  on  its 
shelves.  Except  the  Upper  Canada  reports,  it  is  without  a  com- 
plete set  of  the  repor  ts  of  any  of  the  British  provinces.  The  de- 
ficiency in  the  department  of  statute  law  is  very  great,  and  is  often 
experienced  by  inability  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  who  use  the 
library.  The  collection  of  trials  is  meager,  though  considerable 
additions  have  been  made  to  ib  during  the  year  just  ended.  Of 
law  pamphlets,  all  there  are  have  been  collected  during  the  last 
three  or  four  years,  and  are  bound  in  seven  volumes.  Their  value 
has  been  demonstrated  by  repeated  use.  The  time  will  doubtless 
come  when  a  constitutional  convention  will  be  held  in  this  state. 
Then  the  debates  and  journals  of  the  conventions  of  other  states 
will  be  of  very  great  value.  Their  importance  to  the  student  of 
constitutional  law  is  always  considerable.  Efforts  have  been  made 
during  the  year  to  increase  the  collection  in  this  department,  and 
through  correspondence  with  the  officers  of  the  several  states,  ad- 
ditions have  been  made  to  it  by  exchange,  and  a  limited  number 
by  purchase.  There  is  quite  a  lack  in  this  department,  and  the 
only  way  in  which  it  can  be  supplied  is  by  purchase. 

LIBRARY   APPROPRIATIOKS. 

The  state  library  had  its  origin  in  1836,  and  its  first  funds  were 
derived  from  an  appropriation  by  congress  of  $5,000.  No  appro- 
priation was  made  by  the  territorial  or  state  legislature  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  library  until  1851,  when  $2,500  was  appropriated  for 
the  purchase  of  law  books.  The  next  appropriation  was  made  in 
1854.  The  sum  of  $3,000  was  then  appropriated  for  law  and  mis- 
cellaneous works.  In  1857  an  approprirtion  of  $1,000  was  made 
and  the  first  annual  appropriation  of  $250  was  appropriated 
at  that  time.  The  income  of  the  library  remained  at  that  sum  un- 
til 1864,  when  it  was  increased  to  $500,  and  ten  years  later  an  ad- 
ditional $600  was  added  to  its  permanent  funds.  These  were  the 
only  grants  made  to  it  until  1875,  when  $3,500  was  appropriated 
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for  the  purchase  of  English  treatises,  reports,  digests,  etc.  In  1876 
an  additional  appropriation  of  $2,000  was  made  and  in  the  follow- 
ing year  the  annual  appropriation  was  increased  to  $1,500.  The 
latter  sum  represents  the  present  resources  of  the  library.  It 
ought  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  up  to  1866  the  purchases  made  were 
not  confined  to  law  books.  The  catalogue  of  the  library  made  in 
1852  shows  that  it  contained  over  500  volumes  of  literary  and  mis- 
cellaneous works;  and  that  of  1856  showed  1107  volumes  on  its 
shelves.  Some  of  the  appropriation  acts  between  that  date  and 
1866  provided  that  one-third  of  the  sums  appropriated  should  be 
applied  to  the  purchase  of  literary  and  general  works.  In  1875 
the  legislature  directed  the  transfer  of  the  miscellaneous  books  in 
the  state  library  to  the  state  historical  society,  and  the  former  be- 
came a  law  library. 

THE   SCOPE   OF   THE   LIBRATtv 

A  state  library,  in  order  to  answer  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
created  —  to  assist  the  legislature,  state  officers  and  the  courts  to  a 
proper  discharge  of  their  public  trusts  —  should  contain  the  re- 
corded experience  of  the  past,  thus  obviating  the  necessity  of  re- 
investigation, and  suggesting  important  lessons  for  guidance  in 
the  discharge  of  present  duties.  To  answer,  to  the  fullest  extent, 
the  demands  made  upon  it,  the  state  library,  in  its  specialty,  should 
be  almost  encyclopedic  in  its  scope  —  the  only  limitation  should  be 
the  literature  of  the  law  in  the  English  language.  In  so  far  as  it 
falls  short  of  this,  in  so  far  are  those  who  desire  to  make  thorough 
investigation  liable  to  be  disappointed.  The  value  of  a  library  de- 
pends upon  its  completeness. 

Several  of  the  states  have  lately  undertaken,  by  liberal  appro- 
priations, to  make  their  law  libraries  complete.  In  1871  and  1872 
Kansas  appropriated  15,000;  Indiana,  in  1871,  $6,500;  Michigan, 
1873,  15,000;  California,  1869,  $14,500.  The  tendency  to  increase 
the  appropriations  for  the  support  of  law  libraries,  or  the  law  de- 
partments of  state  libraries,  is  general.  The  exceptions  are  con- 
fined to  a  limited  number  of  the  southern  states.  A  comparison 
with  some  of  the  best  law  libraries  may  serve  to  enforce  the  need 
of  a  more  liberal  policy  towards  this  library.  The  law  department 
of  the  New  York  state  library,  at  the  close  of  1880,  contained 
31,309  volumes,  and  its  annual  increase  is  about  1,100  volumes; 
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several  of  the  eastern  bar  libraries  contain  20,000  volumes  and  up- 
wards, exclusive  of  legislative  and  executive  documents;  and  the 
law  department  of  the  library  of  congress  contains  a  very  much 
larger  number.
